BISHOP POTTER HELPS 
DEDICATE MODEL SALOON 


Long Asbury Park Telegram Urged 
Him Not To. 


DOXOLOGY ENDS CEREMONY 


Barroom of New Ethical Establishment 
Crowded—Bishop Declined Drink 
—Place to be a Club. 


Bishop Potter traveled down here from 
(Cooperstown yesterday to take part 
fn the dedication of a saloon which 
he believes is of the sort that will 
be to the advantage of those who patronize 
it and a distinct aid to the solution of s0- 
cial problems in a city of many nationali- 
ties. In the pocket of the Bishop was @ 


telegram from Asbury Park pleading with 
him te keep away from the saloon as an 
example and stiggesting in 150 prepaid 
words that his attendance on the occasion 
of the dedication of the Subway Tavern, at 
Bleecker and Mulberry Streets, would bring 
@n uproar of disapproval from the good 
people of the country. 

Although he knew that the telegram was 
but the forerunner of a flood of protest, the 
Bishop was on hand. He has largely aided 
those whose plan it has been to open the 
saloon with a capitalization of $10,000. It 
is believed that it will pay a dividend of 5 
per cent., the additional profits to be used 
for the esetablishment of more saloons con- 
ducted on the ideas of the Subway Tav- 
ern. Bishop Potter furthermore disregard- 
ed an attack of lumbago in coming down. 

A feature of this particular saloon is that 
its front room has a.“ sanitary” soda 
water fountain where beer will be served to 
women if they prefer it to the fountain 
fluids. Over swinging doors that lead to 
the back room, or bar, is a painted injunc- 
tion forbidding women to enter. 

As during the exercises no liquor or beer 
was sold over the bar, the women who had 
gathered to give their approval to the 
scheme were allowed to pass through. Un- 
accustomed to barroom fixings, they were 
at a loss as to how the doors were manip- 
ulated. The Bishop stood back to let the 
ladies precede, when Joseph Johnson, Jr., 
the Great Oak of the Order of Acorns, who 
devised ‘‘the ethical stimulant-selling es- 
tablishment,” showed them the way to the 
Mr. Johnson explained that he was 
once a reporter, when he had to go into sa- 
Joons to seek for news. 

The Bishop was then shown about the 
barroom, where he admired the pictures. 
One was a pastoral that won favor at the 
World’s Fair in Chicago and elsewhere. It 
was lent to the saloon by Mrs. Amanda 
Brewster Sewell, the artist. Another one 
over the bar, by Mrs. Brewster's husband, 
R. R. V. Sewell, and entitled “‘ Pleasures of 
the Past,” shows a group of girls garbed 
in pastoral costumes. Both Mr. and Mrs. 
Bewell are interested in Settlement work. 

Immediately under this picture was a 
half tone of Judge Parker, surrounded by 
an ermine frame> Bishop~Petter looked at 
this ir an inquiring way. Mr. Johnson 
told him that he had bought it from a 
peddier for 10 cents. The Bishop looked 
in a reflective way at the row of bottles 
of whisky, gin, brandy, and other liquids, 
@nd remarked: 


NO POLITICS IN IT. 


“Young man, ycu should have the pict- 
ures of both candidates there.”’ 

After it was explained that no Roosevelt 
picture peddler had happened along, the 
manager of the place asked the Bishop if 
he cared to sample the stock. The Bishop 
did not care to, he said. Then he was 
led to the seat of honor at the reading 
table. There patrons of the place, between 
drinks, will have the best of literature at 
their service. Above the Bishop was the 
sign “This Way *o the Water Wagon” on 
the door leading to the soda fountain. 

It was necessary for him to turn his back 
on this to face the crowd that had gathered 
to hear the speechmaking. Maurice Tekul- 
sky, ex-President of the Liquor .Dealers’ 
Association, watched the Bishop with deep 
interest. He had been accustomed to the 
attention of saloon crowds, and viewed the 
proceedings with an air of disapproval, 
Which grew when he could not learn on in- 
quiry what had been the cost of the vari- 
©us articles in stock. The place was well 
filled when the dedication exercises began. 

Mr. Johnson in his remarks introducing 
the speakers of the occasion outlined the 
work intended. The first object was to 
eliminate that profit in the liquor business 
which comes from the sale of inferior 
goods and encourages men to drink more 
than they should. A man could come into 
the Subway Tavern and use the place as a 
clubroom, look over the papers and maga- 
zines, order a beer or two, smoke his pipe 
or his cigar in the company of decent fel- 
lows where the treating obligation was ab- 
golutely discouraged. 

If one man wanted more than another 
man could stand he could satisfy his de- 
sires as long as he showed no sign of in- 
toxication. If he seemed to be drinking 
more than an ordinary man should he 
would find that he could buy no. more. 
Free luncheon of wholesome sort was to be 
@ part of the programme. The saloon was 
to be conducted on the lines of the taverns 
in England, started by Lord Grey, whose 
object was to disassociate immorality from 
the drinking habit.

In proof that his saloon was well con- 
eeived in the spirit of helping his fellow- 
man, Mr. Johnson gave the names of its 
stockholders, whose President he is. J. J. 
Farnsworth is Secretary and Treasurer.

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PASSER-BY LEADS POLICE RAID. 


Dashes Up a Ladder Expecting to Make 
Fire Rescues. 


Police of the Church Street Station, acting 
with men from Inspector Brooks's staff, 
raided an alleged gambling house on the 
second floor of a Washington Street build- 
ing yesterday afternoon, an entrane to the 
building being effected by means of a lad- 
der placed against the Fulton Street side 
of the building. 

Capt. Burns,, who was in command of 
the Church Street-Station until a few days 
ago, when he was transferred to the East 
One Hundred and Twenty-sixth Street Sta- 
tion, had collected the evidence with the 
assistance of Doorman Gilbert and Police- 
man Berge. Yesterday Capt. Burns and 
Inspector Brooks went to the Tombs Court 
and obtained warrants. 

While the raiders gathered Detectives 
McCormick and Mahoney were sent for a 
ladder, which was placed in position, the 
top against a window. Before the police 
could mount the ladder a passerby, believ- 
ing that a fire was in progress, ran up it 
in hot haste to make rescues. The police 
thought he was trying to warn thos: in- 
side, and they made haste after him. As 
soon as they entered the room one of 
the policemen arrested the man, who gave 
his name as F. H. Pothen, and 32id he rep- 
resenteqd the Acme Chemical Company of 
Holyoke, Mass. He was later allowed to 
go, after the police had convinced him that 
his zeal was misguided. 

When the police jumped in *hrough the 
window they found about fifty men in the 
place, some of whom, the police say, were 
playing Klondike, while others were wait- 
ing for the returns from the races. Six 
were arrested, and the others were re- 
leased. 

Matthew Stripp, the alleged proprietor, 
was arrested on two warrants, one charg- 
ing him with maintaining a gambling house. 
and one with maintaining a poolroom. He 
gave his residence as 584 Broome Street. 
His brother, Thomas -Stripp of 41 Dom- 
inick Street, was charged with aiding and 
abetting. Bart Donovan of 20 Vestry 
Street. who is said to have been the look- 
out; John Malley, who, it is said, con- 
ducts the Klondike game; John H. Mul- 
hall of the Eagle Hotel, Canarsie, L. L., 
and Thomas Clark of 45 West Tenth Street 
were all charged with aiding and abetting 
in the conduct of a gambling house. 

Three telephones, six dice, forty-one 
sheets of the races yesterday at Saratoga 
St. Louis, and Chicago; a complete Klon- 
dike outfit, several packs of cards, poker 
chips, &c., were seized. 

Several of the policemen were cut by 
falling glass as they broke through the 
window on the second floor. Capt. Mc- 
Nally, who now commands the Church 
Street Station, accompanied Capt. Burns on 
the raid.

Hosteiry for One Day.

ST. LOUIS, Mo., Aug. 2.—The Star this 
evening says: 

‘President Roosevelt’s son, Theodore, 
aged sixteen, was for to-day manager of | 
the Inside Inn at the World's Fair. Man- | 
ager Watcham sprang his little surprise 
on Roosevelt, Jr., this morning. Calling 
the young man before him, he said: 

““* Now, Mr. Roosevelt, I want w put you 
in charge of this hotel for a day.

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WOMAN GROSSES OCEAN 
IN AN EVENING GOWN 


Mrs. Phelan Finds Herself on 
‘ Liner Without Another Drees. \ 


IS HELD FOR DEPORTATION 


Has an Income of $5,000, but Reaches 
Here Penniless — Breakfasts and 
Dines in Low-Cut Costume. 


Detained on board the Red Star Line 
steamship Kroonland, which arrived here 
on Monday from Antwerp, is a young 
woman whose only costume—the one 
in which she boarded the vessel , and 
the only one she wore during the voy- 


age and since the ship arrived here—is a 
beautiful evening gown of white silk, al- 
most covered with fine lace, with a low- 
cut bodice and short sleeves and a long 
train. The woman has not a cent in money, 
and according to her own statement she 
has not a friend in the world. She is a 
linguist, the possessor of a beautiful voice; 
and an expert pianist. 

How the woman happened to take the 
trip the officers of the ship do not know, 
and her presence aboard in her un- 
usual costume she cannot satisfactorily 
explain herself. To a reporter she~sald 
yesterday that an agent of the Amer- 
ican Line at Southampton had induced 
her~ to start for North Carolina to 
take the hot baths for her health. ' She 
showed a circular letter of credit from her 
London solicitors, which set forth that she 
had an income of £1,000 per annum, and 
that they would be responsible for any debts 
contracted by her. 

The strange passenger said yesterday that 
she was Mrs. Constance H. Phelan, and 
that since living in Dublin. she had made 
her home at the various mineral baths, in 
Germany. She showed plainly that she was 
deranged on the subject of baths, but 
otherwise appeared to be perfectly sound in 
mind.. Her mother, she said, was an 
American named: Laura Price, who had 
married an Aberdeen chemist named James 
Hunter, at the American Embassy at 
Paris. Two years later, she said, she was 
born, but she had’ never seen her father. 
She was sent to live with a grandmother in 
Paris, where. she was educated. Four 
years ago her grandmother died, leaving 
to Mrs. Phelan an estate from which the 
income was about £3,000 a year. 

Mrs. Phelan said that before her grand- 
mother’s death she had married, and that 
she had one son. Her husband, who. is one 
of the managers in the Guinness brewery, 
left her, she said, taking with him her 
child, and she has heard from neither since. 
About four years ago she became ill and 
went to tne baths in Germany. Recently 
she determined to go to the baths in South 
Africa and went to England to take pas- 
sage. While there the estate from which 
ghe derived a living was placed in chan- 
eery, and her allowance ‘wis cut to £1,000

American Line, to whom she expressed a 
desire to go to South Africa. She told him 
that she had only the £9, and he volun- 
teered to pass her on to North Carolina 
for that amount. 

The night that the steamship departed, 
she says, she was dressed for dinner, 
expecting to go to the theatre after- 
ward. She had dinner, and the next 
thing she knew, she says, was when she 
found herself on the steamship at sea. In 
her cabin were several bottles of mineral 
water. She had not the proper clothing to 
appear at the table during the day, and 
was compelled to remain in her cabin at 
all times except during the evening. 

Once at night when she thought she was 
alone in the saloon she sat at the piano 
and played an air, humming to herself at 
the same time. Some of the passengers on 
deck heard her, and: moving into the cabin 
asked her to play for them. She did so, 
and everybody praised her performance. 

Dr. G. EB. Van Daele, the ship’s sur- 
geon, heard a remark by one of the pas- 
sengers to the effect that “ the woman was 
crazy to appear on board in her costume of 
white,” so the doctor made a special study 
of her during the trip. Yesterday he said 
that she was as sane a8 any one except on 
the question of baths. He said that Mrs. 
Phelan told him that she had used the 
mineral water for bathing for years - 
cause it made her skin soft and clear. He 
said that he had never seen any woman 
with a finer complexion. 

When Dr. Parker, one of the port phy- 
sicians, boarded the vessel in Quarantine 
he was told of the woman, and after a su- 
perficial examination he said that she 
would have to be held. The immigration 
officials then took the case, and as she had 
neither money, clothes, nor friends, they 
ordered her detained at Ellis Island for de- 
portation. The officers of the ship, how- 
ever, had taken an interest in Mrs. Phelan, 
and prevailed upon the immigration offi- 
cers to allow her to remain aboard the ves- 
sel, where she could get better treatment. 

At each meal, now that all of the passen- 
gers are off the ship, she is a solitary diner 
in the grand saloon, where she appears in 
her fine costume of white. 


HORSE BOLTED INTO SUBWAY.

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NEW DISPUTE WITH CANADA? | FEDERAL INVESTIGATION 


Dominion Minister Hints at Boundary 
Quarrel with This Country.

OTTAWA, Aug. 2.—The Minister of Ma- 
rine and Fisheries; Raymond Prefontaine, 


speaking in the House of Commons to-day 
on a bill to regulate whale fishing, said 
there was no question as to Canada having 
control of Hudson Bay proper, but there 
was some correspondence with the Imperial 
Government over certain other territory 
outside the bay. 

This is taken to mean that the United 
States has taken possession of certain ter- 
ritory which Canada holds to be British 
and that representations to this effect 
have been made to the mother country.

DELAY CALLING OUT MINERS. 


Leaders Approve Strike Instructions, but 
Postpone Issuing the Order. 


SCRANTON, Penn., Aug. 2.—When the 
meeting of the United Mine Workers’ Ex- 
ecutive Board of District No. 1 adjourned 
to-day, District President Nicholls made 
the following statement: 

“The Executive Board of District No. 1 
decided to approve of the position taken 
by the miners’ representatives on the 
Board of Conciliation. The instructions of 
the Pittston convention will be complied 
with. The board adjourned subject to the 
call of the Chair, in order to allow the 
officers to investigate and report back the 
names of such companies and collieries at 
which collections for check weighmen and 
check docking bosses are not being made in 
accordance with Umpire Wright’s de 
cision.”’ 

There is much speculation as to the real 
purpose of the board in delaying the calling 
of strikes at the collieries where the check 
weighmen deductions are not made. 

The operators’ representatives say that 
there will be no meeting of the Conciliation 
Board until the miners’ representatives call 
it and agree to take up the cehck weigh- 
man question in regular order. 

The Pittston convention was held two 
weeks ago. It instructed the Executive 
Boards to declare strikes against all ope- 
rators who refused to abide by the decision 
of the Conciliation Board and the rulings 
of Umpire Wright on the question of col- 
lecting wages for check weighmen.

the most sanguine of the employers had 
hoped for. The old employes’ places have 
been filled so promptly that very few of 
the strikers will ever be able to get beck 
their old places and those who do will come 
back as individuals.” b 

This assertion was made by Mr. Meeker |; 
after the packers had brought in during 
the day, according to their estimates, 1,300 
new men, and another official of Armour 
& Co, had said that the packing firms were 
doing nearly 8J per cent. of their usual 
business, Police reports of the number of 
new employes arriving at the yards bear 
out in a large measure the packers’ state- 
ments. 

Despite these declaration of the packers’ 
representatives, the pens at the stockyards 
are filled with cattle and hogs that buyers 
make no bid for in the market. According 
to commission men and officials of the 
Union Stock Yards and Transit Company, 
out of the live stock received yesterday 
and to-day over 19,000 sheep and 10.000 
hogs were reshipped, and unsold stock is 
rapidly accumulating in the pens. Twelve 
thousand hogs remained unsold to-night, 
and the prospect of large reeéipts to-mor- 


‘row is causing the live-stock handlers to 


fear a swamping of their facilities. The 
in@ications to-night are that there will be 
a decided slump in prices of live stock. 

Tt is on thie stetement-and what further 
information their own men have been able 
to secure that the strike leaders base their 
statements that the packers are still badly 
crippled. A considerable number of strike 
breakers who arrived in Chicago to-day 
were dissuaded from going to work by 
pickets. 

In a statement given out by the packers 
to-night it is asserted that out of the 
25,526 union men who went on strike, 3,066 
have returned to work. These desertions 
from the unions, added to the new em- 
doves secured since the strike began, it is 
declared, make the total number of men 
now at work 15,848. 

On published statements that the union 
leaders intended protesting to the city 
Health Department that the housing of em- 
ployes in the packing plants was a vio- 
lation of the city ordinance, an inspector 
from the Sanitary Bureau investigated all 
the plants to-day, but nothing was found | 
that would warrant the department taking | 
any steps against the packers.

VLADIVOSTOK FLEET 
SANK GERMAN SHIP 


Skrydloff Sends a Report on the 
Russian Cruisers’ Raid. 


SEVEN VESSELS DESTROYED 


Five of Them Japanese—German: S‘t!p 
Sent to the Bottom Was Laden 
with American Fish. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 2.—In a lengthy 
telegram ‘to the Emperor Vice Admiral 
Skrydloff relates the doings of the Viadi- 
vostok squadron under Rear Admiral Jes- 
sen, 

With the cruisers Rossia, Gromoboi, and 
Rurik Admiral Jessen left Vladivostok 
July 20. After sinking a smal] Japanese 
vessel the cruisers stopped the British 
steamer Camara, but as she had no cargo 
and “ was not caught in the act of carrying 
contraband of war, we were compelled to 
let her go.” 

A Japanese coasting steamer was next 
met, but, ‘“‘as most of her fifty passengers 


were women, we determined to release 


her.”’ 

Two Japanese schooners were sunk. Then 
Admiral Jessen met in quick succession 
the British steamers Arabla and Knight 
Commander. Of the Arabia he says noth- 
ing new. 

“The Knight Commander only stopped 
after the fourth shot,” the Admiral reports, 
adding: ‘“‘Her cargo being railroad mate- 
rial, undoubtedly contraband for the bellig- 
erent party, and not being able to bring her 
to the nearest Russian port, owing to her 
not having enough coal, without manifest 
danger to the squadron, we sank the 
Knight Commander, after taking off all her 
crew and removing her papers.”’ 

Two more Japanese schooners laden with 
salt were then sunk. 

The steamer Schinau, from Australia for 
Yokohama, was inspected and released. 

On July 24 the Thea, (a German vessel of 
934 tons register,) “‘ with a full cargo of 
fish from America to Yokohama, was 
stopped. She was regarded as a legal prize, 
her crew were taken off, and the vessel 
was sunk, owing to the impossibility of 
bringing her to a Russian port.” 

On July 30, near the northern coast, a 
Japanese third-class cruiser and seven tor- 
pedo boats, taking the same course as the 
Russians, were sighted, while on the west- 
ern coast near Tsugaru Strait a coast de- 
fense warship hove in sight. 

“All these ships,” Admiral Jessen says, 
“kept far astern of our cruisers, and after 
two hours they turned back. The Russian 
Squadron suffered no loss in men and no 
damage, and there was no loss of life on 
the vessels sunk or taken.” 

The news of the return of the Viadivo- 
stok cruisers from their third successful 
raid considerably lessened the feeling of 
despondency created by Gen. Kuropatkin’s 
telegram to the Emperor admitting the 
necessity for his retreat. Admiral Skry- 
dloff’s report points out the utter inability 
of the Japanese warships to follow up the 
three Russian cruisers. The Japanese were 
apparently unable to spare a single ef- 
fective ship to cope with them. The few 
antiquated vessels encountered by Admiral 
Jessen were unable to give chase, and the 
torpedo boats were shy of approaching the 
Russians. 

It is presumed that the Thea, although 
flying the German flag, was chartered by 
an American firm. In view of the fact 
that she had a cargo of canned fish it is 
considered not unlikely that, like the Ara- 
bia, she sailed from Portland, Oregon. The 
canned fish is believed to have been in- 
tended as a delicacy for the officers and 
the wounded, as the Japanese are very 
fond of fish. 

The ccrrespondent of The Associated 
Press learns that the steamer Prinz Hein- 
rich incident is considered closed. The 
Voluntzer Fleet steamer having on board 
the two sacks of retained mail of the Prinz 
Heinrich has been instructed to pyt them 
ashore at the first port for forwarding to 
thetr destination. The only question, re- 
maining is that of damages, which, ft is 
expected, will be settled amicably and 
without difficulties. 


LONDON TIMES INDIGNANT. 


Thinks Skrydloff's Report Shows Trou- 
ble with Russia Is Not Ended.

LONDON, Aug. 2.—In an editorial arti- 
cle to-morrow The London Times will 
say: 

“Admiral Skrydloff’s report of the 
achievements of his squadron during its 
late cruise, which may be repeated or 
imitated elsewhere, shows that we are not 
likely to be at the end of the difficulty 
with Russia on the subject of neutral 
trade. 

“His action in sinking the Knight 
Commander and the German steamer 
Thea may be as entirely in accord with 
the Russian prize code as the Russian 
newspapers contend, but such procedure 
is not in accordance either with our prize 
law as we have practiced it when our 
mastery of the sea was indisputable or 
with any legal or equitable principles to 
which we are in the least likely to assent. 

“A German steamer was summarily 
condemned and sunk because she was 
carrying fish. The Germans may protest 
or not as they think proper, but we 
know from the lips of the Prime Minis- 
ter that England has already warned 
the Russian Government, as she warned 
the French Government in the war with 
China, that we cannot recognize provis- 
ions as contraband. 

“The Knight Commander, it is alleged, 
carried railway material, and did not at 
once stop when summoned. Both points 
remain to be established, and then we 
shall have to determine for ourselves 
whether we shall assent to the Russian 
doctrine that rails under all circum- 
stances are absolute contraband. 

“But, even on Admiral Skrydloff’s 
own showing, he had absolutely no jus- 
tification outside the municipal law of 
Russia for sinking the ship, and the 
Russian municipal law is very different 
from the law of nations.”

Ambassador McCormick Thought It 
Wise to Cut Short His Vacation.

“The news that two Russian Volun- 
teer steamers have left the Baltic as 
cruisers is causing anxiety, as these 
vessels are presumably commissioned in 
a@ regular manner as auxiliary cruisers, 
and the objections which were taken to 
the Petersburg and the Smolensk can 
hardly be repeated in their case. 

“The reported departure of the Vladi- 
vostok cruisers from the east coast of 
Japan ‘caused a sharp decline in war 
rates on steamers crossing the Pacific to 
Japanese ports. 

“ Reinsurance rates on the American 
steamer Shawmut, for which 10 guineas 
per cent. has been paid, were down to 
20s. per cent. 

“There was not much doing to-day in 


war risks generally.” 


BALTIC SHIPS SOON TO SAIL.

BIG RECEPTION FOR TAGGART. 


Indianapolis Welcomes Democratic

PLAN MEETS WITH APPROVAL 


Will Show His Confidence in Result, 
Friends Say— McCarren to Head 
Executive Committee, Anyway. 


Friends of Judge Parker declared last 
night that he would resign this week as 
Chief Judge of the Court of Appeals. No 
confirmation of this statement was ob- 
tained at Esopus last night, it being de- 
clared that such a declaration had no 
authorization at Rosemount. 

If his successor is to be elected at the 
election on Nov. 8 the Judge will, under 
the Constitution, have to resign before 
Aug. 8, which will be Monday next. There- 
fore his resignation, to accomplish Its re- 
sult, would have to be mailed to Cov. Odell 
not later than Saturday of this week, and 
really should be in the Executive Cham- 
ber on that date. 

If this is not done Gov. Odell will have 
the appointment of Judge Parker's suc- 
cessor to serve until Dec. 31, 1905. In any 
event, the Governor can appoint a Chief 
Judge, but if the resignation of Judge 
Parker comes this week the appointment 
of the successor will hold good only until 
the close of the current year. 

It is held that the Judge's resignation at 
once would show a spirit of confidence in 
the result of the election, which would be 
cheering to the Democrats of all sections. 

Despite the fight that has been made by 
Charles F, Murphy against Senator McCar- 
ren as Chairman of the State Executive 
Committee, the Senator will act as head of 
that committee by virtue of being named 
first on the list when it was given out by 
Cord Meyer, Chairman of the State Com- 
mittee. This was semi-officially announced 


last night, with the reservation that the 
plan would be changed if the Murphy fight 
om McCarren igs kept up, to such an extent 
that the committee itself would also elect 
McCarrén formally to the Chairmanship. 

From the first {t has been Mr. Murphy’s 
contention that the fact that McCarren was 
the first named of the members did not of 
itself make him the Chairman. urphy 
held that an election on the part of the 
committee was necessary to settle the 
Chairmanship, and on this point he has 
made his fight with the State leaders and 
with Judge Parker himself. The Judge 
and the other State leaders have deter- 
mined, however, that they can do nothing 
in the way of interfering with the Execu- 
tive Committee, and all of them hold to 
the belief that McCarren was made Chair- 
man when he was appointed first on the 
committee by the State Chairman. 

Inquiries last night developed the fact 
that the Executive Committee will not meet 
until after the notification of Judge Parker 
on Wednesday of next week. At the time of 
the meeting 
the Chairmanship, and if Mr. Murphy and 
his opposition make further protests the 
committee will proceed to elect McCarren 
Chairman.

“The old plan in England was a system 
where liquor was sold by the State, the 
seller getting a percentage of what he sold. 
Lord Grey turned that around: In his 
pe teten you can get tea, coffee, milk, or 
chocolate in such places, and the manager 
gets his profit on that. This plan recog- 
nizes the social aim. 

“In New York we have a great multitude 
of people. When the day is over what is 
to become of them? I belong to many clubs 
to which I can go, but where can the toiler 
g0? The business man _ gets his luncheon 
at the Hardware or the Lawyers’ Club and 
it is all very nice, refined, and dignified. 
By inevitable necessity the others go to the 
saloon. And if you place it under the ban 
you make it one of the most ’‘t ic or 
comic failures in history. Are you going to 
make the saloon and what it stands for so 
excruciatingly bad that a man cannot go 
into it without losing his self-respect? 

‘‘The temperance question is as far from 
solution now as it was twenty years ago, 
with the addition that false methods have 
bred a large amount of hypocrisy, This is 
@ movement that men absent to-day must 
take cognizance of, if they would save the 
Republic. 

‘“‘In the great cities we must make the 
home of the workingmen better, cleaner, 
and brighter. We must see that they have 
recreation, which takes men not away from 
but into closer relations with their families 


and children.” 

Concluding, Bishop Potter told of the 
places in ‘Hurope where men went with 
their wives and children to hear good music 
and to eat and drink according to their 
means, and trusted that The Subway Tav- 
ern would have such a clientele.

DR. BABBITT PROTESTS. 


Disapproves Earl Grey Saloons—Ques- 
tions Bishop’s Judgment. 


The Rev. Dean Richmond Babbitt, rector 
of the Church of the Epiphany, in Brook- 
lyn, was among the first to notify Ta 
New York Timms of his disapproval of the 
course of Bishop Potter in attending the 
dedication of a saloon and addressing those 
assembled in the place. Dr. Babbitt said: 

**Sersonally, with all my reverence for 
Bishop Potter, formerly my Bishop and 
one who ordained me to the diaconate and 
the priesthood, and with great admiration 
for his scholarship, courage, and civic 
force, I utterly dissent from him and his 
temperance confréres in this matter, for 
these reasons: : 

“ First, as the scheme is outlined by the 
director, Mr. Johnson, it undermines, neu- 
tralizes, and even destroys temperance sen- 
timent by adopting and sanctioning the 
public sale of spirituous liquors for profit, 
such liquors to be used as 4 beverage. Af- 
ter all these years of education in temper- 
ance sentiment, by which at least Christian 
public sentiment has been brought to look 
upon the saloon keeper as an injury to his 
fellow-men, it does not seem to be quite 
the thing for Christian men to throw over- 
board this great, restraining, often pro- 
hibitive Christian temperance sentiment, 
by becoming saloon keepers and proprietors 
themselves, and that, too, on a business 
basis of 5 per cent. returns on investments. 
When thousands of men and even women 
under the ‘almost gene my | 
tion to drink and ruin are held back by a 
ssamer thread, and that, too, an 
issue from Christian opinion, just #trong 
enough in their cases to keep tnem out of 
saloons, but in other cases, strung as a 
cable, it looks Ik he ene the ardu- 
ous work of decades of temperance work.

ASHAMED OF BISHOP POTTER. 


Not Great in Church, Anyway, Says 
Bishop Nicholson.

MILWAUKEE, Aug. 2.—‘‘I hate to go 
into print on any of these subjects,” said 
Bishop I. L. Nicholson in talking of the 
model saloon in New York. “In this in- 
stance, it is far too distasteful for me to 
discuss it. Still I must say that I am deep- 
ly humiliated over Bishop Potter’s action, 
and, in my opinion, his whole connection 
with this affair has been disgraceful. For 
my part, I am ashamed of him. — 

“I am more radical in my views on moral 
questions than many others, and I believe 
that we should always take the highest 
possible ground on moral issues. I have 
no regard whatever for the claims made 
for this particular saloon. It is a bad 
business all the way through. It is not the 
first time that Bishop Potter has offended. 


His latest action is unfortunate, because 
it necessarily reflects on the Church, al- 
though it is his own individual action and 
the Ghureh is in no way responsible. 

‘Bishop Potter is not a great man jn the 
Episcopal Church. He is regarded as an in- 
fluential man by some outside of the Churck, 
but not in it. e has no standing with the 
other Bishops, and has no influence in 
church legislation.

ROOT OUT OF THE RUNNING 


Says He Has Done Enough for Party— 
State Committee Meeting Called 
for Aug. 11. 


Chairman Odell yesterday issued a call 
for a meeting of the Republican State Com- 
mittee .t noon Thursday, Aug. 11, at the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel, for the purpose of fix- 
ing a time and place for the holding of 
the Republican State Convention and for 
the transaction of ruch other business as 
may come before the committee. 

It is expected. that the committee will 
select the second week in September as the 
time for the State Convention. During that 
week the fiftieth anniversary of the or- 
ganization of the Republican Party is to 
occur, and that fact is being urged as one 
reason for the holding of the convention 
at that time. If the Republicans choose 
that week the Democrats, it is understood, 
will choose the week following. This would 
permit a six weeks’ campaign in the State, 
which leaders on both sides are inclined 
to think would be long enough. 

Gov. Odell spent most of the day yester- 
day in conference with the members of the 
State Committee from New York City. 
Among the leaders who attended the con- 
ference were President Murray of the Re- 
publican County Committee, Chairman 


William Halpin of the Executive Committee 
of the County Committee, Borough Presi- 
dent George Cromweil of Richmond, Na- 
tional Committeeman Ward, Col. Michacl 
c. soaey of Bréoklyn, and Edward Lauter- 

Gov. Odell said later that Elihu Root’s 
letter declining to permit the use of his 
name as a candidate for Governor had not 
been read at the conference and that Gu- 
bernatorial candidates had not been dis- 
cussed. He said that he had no appoint- 
ment to meet Mr. Root and that the situa- 
tion with respect to Mr. Root’s candidacy 
was unchanged. Asked whether he be- 
lieved that Mr, Root could be induced to 
accept a nomination under any cireum- 
Samoan the Governor evaded a direct an- 
wer. 
oa te The fight is an open one,” he said. 

There are about twenty-five men whose 
names have been suggested, and any one of 
whom would make a good candidate and all 
of whom could be induced to accept.” 

New York City Republican leaders who 
have seen the Root letter gave it as their 
opinion that Mr. Root must be regarded as 
absolutely out of the running. His letter, 
wey said, left no hope that he could be pre- 
vailed upon to change his mind. 

It was said that Mr. Root had stated in 
his letter that he haa served his party in 
public office for the past seven years, and 
that during that time he had neglected his 
law practice and his financil affairs great- 
ly to the detriment of his personal fortune. 
He said that he was now sixty years old, 
and he felt that he should not be called 
upen again to become a candidate for pub- 
lic office. 

In concluding his letter, Mr. Root stated 
that he had work on hand which would 
carry him into the middle of next year, and 
he felt that it would be impossible for him 
to arrange his affairs so as to permit of 
his becoming a candidate even if he were 
so disposed. 

If Lieut. Gov. Higgins is the nominee for 
Governor, friends of Senator Nathaniel A. 
Elsberg will boom him for second place on 
the ticket. As Elsberg was one of .the 
three insurgent Senators who stood by the 
Governor in the fight between him :nd 
Senator Platt during the session of the 
Legislature a year ago, it is generally be- 
lieved that the Governor will be distinctly 
friendly to his candidacy. 

The Republican State Committee yester- 
day issued the official political calendar 
for the year. It is as follows: 

Primary Election, Aug. 30.—Registration days 
in ‘cities of the first class, Friday and Saturday, 
Oct. 14 and 15, and Friday and Saturday, Oct. 
21 and 22. Registration dgys outside of cities 
and towns of 5, inhabitants, Oct. 21 and 22. 
Election officers must be appointed on or before 
Sept. 1. Party certificates of nomination must 
be filed from Sept. 29 to Oct. 9, inclusive. Cer- 
tificates of independent nominations may be filed 
ag late as Oct. 14. Declination of party nomina- 
tions must be filed with the Secretary of State 
not later than Oct. 14 and declination of inde- 
pendent nominations not later than Oct. 19. Va- 
cancies on any ticket must be filed not later than 
Oct, 24,

GOLD DEMOCRATS FOR PARKER. 


Managers in Maryland Now Sure of Vic- 
tory in That State. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—The Democratic 
managers in Maryland have been given to 
understand that the gold Democrats in that 
State who, as members of the powerful 
Sound Money League, worked so success- 
fully to,insure McKinley’s election in the 
last Presidential campaign will this year 
support and use all their influence for the 
election of Parker and Davis. 

This has given the managers great en- 
couragement, and confidence is expressed 
that a large majority in that State for the 
Democratic candidates is now assured. 

In the last Presidential campaign the 
Sound Money League existed in nearly all 
of the Western and many of the Middle 


and Eastern States. It was composed for 
the most part of Democrats who could not 
subscribe to the free coinage heresy, and 
who gave their support to McKinley. It 
assumed a Nationa] character, and its ope- 
rations were carried on through chosen 
representatives. These operations were es- 
pecially effective in close States. 

Thus far there have been no indications 
of a reorganization of the league, and for 
the reason, perhaps, that there fs no occa- 
sion for continuing the organization, the 
Presidential candidates of the two great 
parties being equally sound on the money 
question, and the business men through- 
out the country yr the question of 
the gold standard ag “firmly and irrevo- 
cably established.’’ 

In Baltimore the league was composed 
almost entirely of bankers and men inter- 
ested in financial and commercial affairs. 
They voted for the Republican candidatesand 
contributed liberally for the preparation and 
rirculation of sound money literature through- 
out the State. 

John M. Nelson, a member of one of. the 
leading banking houses in Baltimore, was 
prominent in the sound money movement 
against Bryan, and devoted much of his 
time to earnest work for McKinley's elec- 
tion. When asked whether there would be 
a movement this year to reorganize the 
league Mr. Nelson replied that there was 
no necessity, for such organization this 
ear. 
wT have no idea,’’ said he, “that the 
league will be reorganized.”

HELLO TOOK THE STAKES 


Ascetic, Easily First at Odds of 20 to 1, 
Was the Surprise of the Day 
at the Springs Track. 


Special to The New York Times. 

SARATOGA SPRINGS, Aug. 2.—In the 
fastest race of the season, a mile, that fell 
but one-fifth of a second behind the world’s 
record, and that established new figures 
for the Saratoga track, Dejhi finished first 
for the mile handicap, the last race on the 
card, and furnished a feature for what was 
otherwise a commonplace afternoon's rac- 
ing. The time of Delhi’s race was 1:37 3-5, 
and not even the fact-that Gray Friar, a 
rather ordinary horse, was closing on the 
.winner at the end, and forced Redfern, the 
jockey on Delhi, to hard riding at the end, 
detracted from the merit of the victor’s 
performance. 

Seven horses ran in the race, with Delhi, 
three years old, carrying the actual top 
weight, 112 pounds. This was four pounds 
under the scale for August, but, for all 
that, the colt was conceding weight to a 
fair lot of horses, Hamburg Belle, with 108 
pounds, or three pounds less than the scale, 


being the only one of the lot that ran 
with comparatively even weight with the 
winner. Delhi always was the favorite, 
however, and breaking second to Gray 
Friar in a rather ragged send off, went io 
the front in the first three jumps. From 
that point to the end Delhi raced in the 
lead, though he was tiring a bit at the 
end, and Redfern, seeing Gray Friar clos- 
ing, went to work in the last half furlong 
and rode out, Delhi then winning by a Ut- 
tle better than a half length. Gray Friar 
was second and Fort Hunter, beaten off, 
was third, while Hamburg Belle never was 
prominent or even a contender, and {fin- 
ished far away fifth. The fractional time 
of the race was: First quarter, 0:23 2-5; 
half mile, 0:47; three-quarters, 1:12; and the 
mile in 1:373-5. The world’s record, held 
by the great Western colt, Dick Wells, is 
1:37 2-5, while the track record for Sara- 
toga up to yesterday was 1:38. Delhi, 
three years old, by Ben Brush-Veva, is 
owned by James R. Keene, and has been 
declared by his stable to have more speed 
than the former champion sprinter, Voter, 
owned in the same stable, but as he is 
engaged in many great stakes the effort 
of his trainer, James Rowe, all the pres- 
ent season has been to train him to go a 
distance. Delhi is engaged in the $50,000 
Great Republic Stakes, to be run Saturday 
at one mile and a quarter, and as he ran 
and won at a mile and a quarter early in 
the Spring, he is regarded as a sure starter 
for that race. 

The remainder of the racing was fairly in- 
teresting, the track fast, and the attend- 
ance excellent. For the stake feature cf 
the day, the Mohawk, selling, for three- 
year-olds, at one mile and a furlong, Boba- 
dil, ridden by an apprentice rider, was the 
favorite, but broke back in the crowd, and 
never figured in the race until the winning 
post was reached, Champlain making the 
early pace and then being passed by Hello, 
who won rather easily y two and a 
half lengths. ‘ 

In the five-and-a-half furlongs for maid- 
ens, the much-talked-of Hamburg colt, 
Hamburg Prince, from the stable of H. 
B. Duryea, made his first public appear- 
ance, and started favorite at odds on, but 
had to be content with third place, Cairn- 
gzorm closing from behind at the finish, 
and winning, ridden out, by a head, with 
Siglight second. McChord, favorite in che 
first race, and Orlyll, favorite in the fifth, 
each made all the pace and won. The sur- 
prise of the day came in the second race, 
when Ascetic, a 20-to-1 chance, led from 
end to end and won easily.

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HAITIAN SOLDIERS RIOT. 


Attempt to Pillage Central Market and 
Near-by Shops. 


PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti, Aug. 2.—The 
most serious disorders are anticipated here. 
The population is very much excited by the 
continued rise in the prices of all mer- 
chandise, and a band of soldiers to-day 
made an attempt to begin pillaging the 
Central Market and the shops in that 
vicinity. 

Troops and police immediately intervened 
and re-established order, but in the fight 
many men were wounded. All the stores in 
Port-au-Prince were closed. 

During the day a number of Syrians were 
stoned in the iiesta, Two of them were 
wounded, and their stalls, surrounding the 
Central Market, were destroyed by sol- 
diers. 

A few of the Syrians tried to reopen their 
stores, but were compelled by the soldiers 
to close them again. Some of the Syrians 
are American citizens, and they have ap- 
pealed for protection to Minister Powell. 
The Minister has promised them that ener- 
getic action will be taken in their behalf, 
at the same time advising them. not to 
open their stores for a few days. 

Mr. Powell has informed President Nord 
that all engagements entered into with 
American citizens must be respected, and 
that the railroad from Port-au-Prince to 
the interior, being an American enterprise, 
must be protected by the Haitian Govern- 
ment and enabled to continue in operation. 


SHIP WAR DIVIDES EMPIRE. 


austrian and Hungarian Governments 
in Cunard Fight. 


VIENNA, Aug. 2.—The fight between the 
Cunard and German Lines is said to have 
led to a conflict between the Hungarian 
and Austrian Governments which it is 
teared may seriously affect the commercial 
relations of the two halves of the mon- 
archy. 

The Austro-American Line recently has 
taken from Fiume large shipments of corn 
and sugar, thereby materially damaging the 
business of the Adria Line, which is allied 
with the Cunard Line. The Adria Line 
thereupon asked the Hungarian Govern- 
ment to make representations to Vienna. 

This was done, the Hungarian Ministry 
pointing out that the Austro-American Line 
competition was contrary to the existing 
understanding between the two countries, 
The Austrian Government replied that the 
Cunard Line treaty disregarded the exist- 
ing arrangement and that therefore the 
Hungarian Government was solely respon- 
sible for the consequences. 

The Hungarian Ministry of Commerce has 
now resolved to introduce special combined 
rail and gcean freight rates in connection 


with the Hungarian railroads and the 
Adria Line, which will give the latter a 
practical monopoly of the Hungarian grain 
and sugar freights. The new rates are 
said to be already prepared, and their pub- 
lication is expected any day. 


STABBING ENDS SAINT’S DAY. 


Three Fatally Hurt in Riot of Brooklyn 
Italians. 


Three men in the hospitals of Brooklyn 
are dying from stab wounds and two men 
are at large in the streets cut about the 
face and body as the result of a riot that 
took place in the Italian colony near Ham- 
ilton Ferry last night. 

The people of this section began a fes- 
tival in honor of one of their saints last 
night, and the streets were gay with col- 
ored lights, and resounding with the ex- 
plosion of bombs and the din of brass 
bands, Suddenly at the corner of Van 
Brunt and Union Streets a quarrel started 
in a@ group of men, and as the fight con- 
tinued increasing \pumbers joined the 
excited crowd.

THE RUSSIAN RETREAT. 
After three months of -hard fighting, 
since the battle of the Yalu on the ist 
of May, Gen. KUROPATKIN has taken up 
the position which he was then counseled 


by students of strategy of all nations, in- 
cluding his own, to take. Considering 


the strength and readiness shown by the 
Japanese, in contrast with the weakness 
and want of preparation of the Russians, 
it seemed to be his wisest course to fall 
back, certainly as far as Mukden, possi- 
bly as far as Harbin, and there to await 
reinforcements and developments. It 
was pointed out that such a course 
would involve the Japanese invaders in 
the same embarrassments of distance 
from their base of supplies and length- 
ening lines of vulnerable communication 
which the Russians would thereby es- 
rape. There is reason to believe that 
this was the military judgment also of 
the Russian commander himself, and 
that he was dissuaded from taking this 
course by political considerations. 
Doubtless the effect upon what was left 
after the battle of the Yalu of Russian 
prestige would have been very serious. 
The abandonment of Port Arthur to its 
own resources, the surrender of all mar- 
itime Manchuria—these would have been 
sacrifices to the second campaign as 
preparations for which they would have 
been made and were advised, which that 
campaign would have had to be glorious 
indeed to have compensated. 

At any rate, the other alternative was 
chosen of giving up nothing without 
fighting, and fighting hard, to retain it. 
And what is the resuit? As we say, Gen. 
KUROPATKIN finds himself very nearly 


. | “tithe position which he was advised vol- 


untarily to take. Port Arthur totters to 
its fall. All maritime Manchuria is in 
the possession of the Japanese. Things 
are in the same state in which they 
would have been if the Russian leader 
had “recoiled the better to jump.” But 
with one most important difference. He 
has not fallen back, but he has been 
beaten back. His course since the ist of 
May has been an unbroken succession of 
retreats from defeats. Russia has not, in 
all this fighting, gained a single battle. 
She has scarcely gained a single skir- 
mish. At every point the Japanese have 
attacked and at every point they have 
been found irresistible. What must be 
the effect of all this upon Russian pres- 
tige? What must be the effect of it 
on the morale of the Russian Army, 
which is the quarter in which the 
good effects of prestige and the bad 
effects of the loss of it are most im- 
mediate and most important? What 
impression can the rank and file of the 
Russian Army have but that the Jap- 
anese are their masters, and that they 
ere foredoomed to defeat whenever they 
meet them? The campaign ends, even if 
this be the end of it, with the Russians 
at every point outgeneraled, at every 
point outfought, and at every point out- 
numbered. 

Yes, outnumbered. It is the regular 
burden of every Russian official report, 
from Gen. KUROPATKIN’s down. The en- 
emy is always in superior numbers. And 
there is no reason to doubt that this is 
the fact. Assume that the two armies 
are equal, man for man, and superiority 
of numbers must be a decisive’ and 
crushing superiority on the side which 
has it. But that it should be put for- 
ward as an excuse by a beaten Russian 
commander is most strange. Because for 
the side which is numerically by far the 
weaker to have the greater number of 
men at every point of collision is the 
most conclusive proof of the superiority 
of its generalship. Not but what the 
blame for the numerical inferiority of 
the Russians goes back of the command- 
ers in the ficid. Doubtless, it does, back 
to that General Staff in St. Petersburg 
which professes daily astonishment at 
the number of troops of which the Jap- 
anese seem able to dispose. According 
to a very careful collation of information 
from many sources made by the military 
correspondent of The London Times, the 
total field army at the disposal of Gen. 
KUROPATKIN cannot be much beyond 
100,000 men, with something over 200

fons and a peace footing of less than 
one hundred and seventy thousand. 

In fact, it is very likely the figures 
we have just been citing which have 
been deluding the official Russian mind 
and induced it to treat the representa- 
tions of Japan with arrogant neglect or 
arrogant contempt. The Russian offi- 
cials have been misled by comparative 
statistics, just as the Chinese statesmen 
were misled ten years ago, when they 
refused to listen to Japan; just as the 
British statesmen were five years ago, 
when Mr. CHAMBERLAIN declined to re- 
ply to the representations of the Boers, 
saying that “in due time her Majesty’s 
Government would formulate its own 
proposals,” and when The London Times 
announced that a single army corps, 
with such irregular levies as could be 
raised in South Africa itself, “‘ would be 
amply sufficient to cope with the Boers.” 
Statistics, in such cases, do not tell the 
whole story. By reliance on statistics, 
or on something else as untrustworthy, 
the Russians acquired the notion that 
they could afford to despise the Japan- 
ese. It is to be supposed that most of 
them are cured of that delusion now, 
though it continues in some Russian 
minds, as in that of our recent visitor, 
Prince OuKAHTOMSKY, Who set forth in 
his article in The Independent how Rus- 
sia was to partition China and Japan to 
suit herself, and with no reference to 
the wishes of the Japanese, and this 
after the Japanese had been for many 
weeks inflicting a series of unbroken de- 
feats upon Russia. There are doubtless 
Russians who will take a great deal 
even of such terrible brayings in a mor- 
tar as Russia has had by land and sea 
before their erroneous notions depart 
from them, 

We séem to be nearing the point at 
which it will become a practical question 
for the Powers whether they shall not 
intervene, in the general interest of hu- 
manity, and even in the particular inter- 
est of Russia, to declare that it is time 
this useless slaughter and this wanton 
interruption of the business of the world 
shall cease. It is agreed that Gen. Ku- 
ROPATKIN’S army is ‘in imminent danger 
of a more calamitous and general defeat 
than has as yet befallen it. If the Jap- 
anese victory shall be complete enough 
to destroy, in the military sense, the 
Russian army in Manchuria, and if Port 
Arthur shall at the same time fall, it will 
seem to be the duty of mankind to inter- 
fere, and to insist that peace shall be 
made upon the very moderate terms 
originally announced by the Japanese, 
which it is to their credit that their vic- 
tories have not made them show any dis- 
position to enlarge. 

TRADE WITH CANADA—ITS FUTURE. 

The opponents of tariff reform in the 
interest of American industries seem to 
think we ought to be entirely content 
with our trade with Canada because it is 
growing, The most obvious answer to 
that is that it would be much better for 
all concerned if the trade grew still 
more. There are other phases of the 
subject, however, that appeal strongly 
to the people of New England and to tHe 
people of the Northwest along the Ca- 
nadian border. The increase in our trade 
with Canada has been chiefly in our 
exports, and this increase is due to the 
more liberal and sensible tariff rates of 
Canada. Were our rates reduced a like 
result would undoubtedly follow for ‘our 
imports. And these are what the Amer- 
ican industries need, : 

The great body of the commodities 
Canada sells or could sell to us are mate- 
rials for use in manufacture. Wood for 
wood pulp, or the pulp itself; coal, cat- 
tle, hides, and wool, these are all prod- 
ucts of Canada which are or can be fur- 
nished in very large quantities and of 
excellent quality. We bar their entrance 
by heavy duties, and who gets the ben-. 
efit? Not the farmer or the mechanic or 
any class of consumers. The benefit goes 
substantially entirely to build up some 
of the most exacting and unscrupulous 
of the monopolistic combinations. The 
Paper Trust, the Coal Trust, the Beef 
Trust, are enabled by the checks we put 
on Canadian competition to maintain 
their oppressive and costly supremacy in 
the American markets, while the inde- 
pendent concerns, on whom we must 
rely to curb. the extortions of these 
trusts, are hampered and weakened by 
the arbitrary addition to the cost of ma- 
terials. The output of these trusts is it- 
self material for other trades in every 
instance. The publishing trade, the boot 
and shoe trade, all manufactures using 
fuel, are compelled by our tariff to pay 
more for their material, and are handi- 
capped not only in our own markets but 
in the foreign markets which they might 
otherwise command. 

These are the facts that appeal with 
such force to the people of New England 
who have suffered from many causes, of 
which the tariff is an important one, 
during the past thirty years. The pros- 
perity of the New England States before 
that time rested mainly on their water 
power, their resources of the forest, and 
in less degree their iron mines, and on 
the nearness of their industries to the 
centres of consumption. These ‘advan- 
tages have been greatly impaired. Their 
water power is largely superseded by 
that of the South or by steam and elec- 
tricity, as to which the South and other 
parts of the country can more than com- 
pete with them. Their forests have in 
great degree disappeared. The develop- 
ment of transportation has brought dis- 
tant sources of production near to the 
consumers. Their iron trade has gone 
to Pennsylvania, Illinois, and Alabama. 
Their cotton manufactures are practi- 
cally stationary, while the South steadily [ 
advances. Their furniture ' 
have been transferred to the inte 
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ated by the interference of the tariff 
with the supplies of mateMial. All of 
them would be very considerably reduced 
cor compensated by a rational reciprovity 
with Canada, from which materials can 
only be brought in over practically pro- 
hibitory tariff barriers. 

Moreover, reciprocity with Canada 
would kill the Chamberlain scheme in 
England, which is aimed primarily at our 
food exports. That scheme proposes to 
put a tax on American products carried 
into England, and thus to put a premium 
on Canadian goods admitted free. In re- 
turn Canada is expected to tax all 
American goods entering her territory 
higher than she taxes those of England. 
If we had the sense to negotiate a liberal 
reciprocity treaty with Canada our mar- 
ket would be so much more valuable to 
her than the English market that she 
would never consent to trade the former 
for the latter. She would not sell us the 
same things, but she would sell us things 
much better worth selling. She would 
send to us the materials, raw or partly 
prepared, of manufacture such as we 
have indicated, and such as England 
does not take. In return she would take 
more largely of our manufactures, to the 
great common advantage of both parties 
to the commerce. If we do not arrange 
reciprocity with Canada, we shall, if the 
Chamberlain plan is adopted, see her 
vast grain fields stimulated by what 
amounts to a subsidy from England, 
while our own grain is taxed in English 
markets and our manufactures are load- 
ed with an additional tax in the markets 
of Canada. 

That is the situation that should de- 
termine our course. We have everything 
to gain by reciprocity and we are losing 
much and shall Jose more by clinging to 
our present trade-repressing policy. 


PREPOSTEROUS, OF COURSE. 

The Republican organs regard as pre- 
posterous the suggestion that it would 
have been possible for Mr. Roos®vaLT to 
take the question of the gold standard 
not only out of this campaign but out of 
American politics forever, Of course it is 
preposterous, because he had not the 
courage, the magnanimity, or the wis- 
dom to do it, and, had he been so in- 
clined, his party managers would not 
have permitted it. 

We are asked why we do not suggest 
that the tariff question shall be taken 
out of party politics. Well, Mr. Rooss- 
VELT devoted several of his speeches and 
a good part of one of his messages to 
demonstrating that this ought to be done, 
and he laid before Congress a specific 
plan for doing it. His main argument 
was that the tariff should be so con- 
structed as to work, so far as possible, 
in the interest of all the people, and that 
the changes in it which changing condi- 
tions demanded should not be left to the 
chance results of party contests. It was 
a sound argument. Taxation ought to be 
a matter for deliberate and scientific de- 
termination and not the football in par- 
tisan struggles. In that way it is like 
the question of the monetary standard, 
only the latter is far more important 


than the former, and should be fixed- 


right once for all and not disturbed, no 
matter which party is in the ascendant. 


Mr. RoosEVELT’s plea for @ scientific and. 


not a partisan treatment of the tariff 
applies with a. thousand times more 
force to the lasting settlement of the 
monetary standard. 

His plea was treated by his party with 
silent contempt. It was sent its way to 
dusty death in the pigeonholes of the 
committees of the two houses, It was 
regarded as the organs now regard the 
far more important proposition as to the 
standard—as preposterous. The Repub- 
lican managers, with the aid, we regret 
to say, of their candidate, are seeking 
party advantage at the cost of the last- 
ing public interests. They cannot rise 
high enough to see that the standard of 
value, like the National honor or the 
safety of the Nation in time of war, 
should not be dragged into party con- 
tests if it can possibly be avoided. Itisa 
greedy and a petty game they are play- 
ing. 

POLITICAL AND INDUSTRIAL DES- 
POTISM. 

The call issued for the convention of a 
new National Labor Party to meet in 
Chicago in August gives as a reason for 
denouncing both political parties that, in 
consequence of their betrayal of the 
confidence of the working people, instead 
of the political freedoin which is the 
inalienable birthright of the American 
citizen, there “is being reared both a 
political and industrial despotism unsur- 
passed even in Ryssia.” 

The conditions here are pretty bad, no‘ 
doubt, but they do not seem to an un- 
prejudiced person quite as bad as that. 
Our people have a good deal of political 
liberty—as much, indeed, as qhey seem to 
desire. For example, they may vote for 
either of the two great parties which 
ecntest in National elections, and if they 
do not like those they may at any time 
go off by themselves and form a third 
party, or as many new parties as they 
please. It may be oppressive to the or- 
ganizers of auch parties that they can- 
not command votes enough to be of con- 
sequence to the politicians, but this 
would seem to be because they qp not 
succeed in presenting issues in Which the 
American people feel much interest. 
When they do succeed in locally electing 
a candidate, like Gov. ALTGELD, or any 
one of the half dozen labor Mayors who 
have held office, they usually select per- 
sons who discourage the repetition of 


-the experiment. If the people deo not 


want third parties and especially labor 
parties, it may be regrettable, but really 
it does not gstablish here canditions at 
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tion, even for purposes of emphasis. 

As regards industrial despotisin the 
matter is somewhat different. We have 
@ good deal of that in this country, and 
the principal cause of complaint among 
the partisans of the trades unions as at 
present organized and managed is the 
opportunity does not exist under the law 
for even more of it than we have. They 
resent the hesitation of the State Legis- 
latures and of Congress to pass laws 
which would make every interest sub- 
servient to those of the wage earners, 
and in such hesitation they recognize 
the malign influence of the money power 
and of the subsidized capitalistic press 
which stand between the people and their 
desires. They want to tie the hands of 
the courts that riot and violence may 
have free course and be glorified when- 
ever organized labor feels like striking 
and encounters resistance. They want it 
made a crime to work, or exact, more 
than eight hours a day in any product- 
ive or distributive industry, and having 
got that they would want to amend it to 
seven, and perhaps six, That they can- 
not do this is rank oppression, more 
onerous than anything they know of in 
Russia. They want many impossible 
things and resent the unwillingiess of 
the great parties to promise them or, 
having promised, to give them. Mean- 
while, however, they are doing the best 
they can, Strikes as now conducted come 
nearer to the conditions of anarchy and 
the utter extinction of the safeguards of 
personal liberty than has ever before 
been reached in a state of civilization. 
Thoughtful citizens are disposed to re- 
gard this tendency with great uneasi- 
ness, but the last remedy they would 
think of is voting to give organized labor, 
with possibly Mr, SaMuEzL GOMPERS as 
its candidate for President, control of 
the Federal Government for four min- 
utes, much Jess for four years. 

It would be a wholesome and instruct- 
ive experience if some of the citizens of 
this Republic who are fond of drawing 
comparisons and who discover here con- 
ditions worse than those which exist in 
Russia, could have a little experience of 
the large liberty and vast opportunities 
of Russian citizenship. It would teach 
them a great deal; and if they managed 
to get away from Siberia they would be 
well content to let the people of this 
country govern it in the way which suits 
them best.

THE POLICE AND THE LAW. 

One of the law journals speaks ap- 
provingly of the movement initiated in 
Chicago of giving policemen elementary 
instruction in the principles of criminal 
law. The plan includes talks before au- 
diences of policemen by the Assistant 
District Attorneys and others, sand- 
wiched in between lectures by physicians 
on how to distinguish certain injuries 
and forms of illness from intoxication, 
instruction in first aid to the injured, 
and the like, 

On this subject there is room for dif- 
ferences of opinion, Those who have 
had experience in executive offices in 
connection with the work of the police 
force or of details from that body are 
very apt to get the impression that the 
less the policeman thinké he knows of 
the principles of criminal law the better 
fitted he is to discharge the duties de- 
volving upon him. He needs to know 
the statutes and ordinances, and should 
be well instructed in the gathering of 
evidence. The courts are greatly embar- 
reassed at times in dealing with offend- 
ers, large and small, by the failure of 
the police who make arrests to get any 
evidence having legal value as sustain- 
ing their complaints. But if the legal 
education of the policeman should stop 
there it would be a good deal better 
than giving him a smattering of the 
principles of law. This is a branch of 
knowledge in which a little learning is a 
dangerous thing. A convenient manual 
of instruction on the collection and pres- 
entation of evidence tn the ihitial stages 
of judicial proceedings for the punish- 
ment of crimes and misdemeanors would 
be of vast use to the police and do them 
more good than all the lectures they 
could be detailed to hear. If they knew 
more law than this we should have each 
policeman @ cadi on his beat, arresting 
or refusing to arrest according to his 
view of the case under consideration, 

If such a manual as we have suggested 
is prepared, it might with advantage 
contain a chapter on the rights of the 
citizen and the duty of the policeman as 
his servant and guardian. On this sub- 
ject the views of the average policeman 
are very hazy. 

INDICATIONS OF BUSINESS REVIVAL. 

Dun’'s Review takes a hopeful view of 

the business outlook and discovers many 
indications of returning confidence. It 
predicts much better conditions for the 
second half of the current calendar year 
than for the first half, and bases such 
prediction upon statistical comparisons, 
Liabilities and insolvencies are shrinking, 
railway earnings are increasing, and 
there is a better feeling generally in 
most branches of trade. The conviction 
is gaining ground that the demand for 
iron and steel products will show a 
steady increase as the season advances. 
A great deal of work has been held back 
which must be carried forward to com- 
pletion, and many new enterprises are 
heading which will consume vast quanti- 
thes of manufactured material. In a 
word, the clouds are getting thinner and 
breaking in spots. Crop prospects are 
improving, and are now good enough to 
warrant @ great deal of confidence. In 
some manufacturing industries there is 
more activity, in anticipation of a larg- 
er distribution as scon as the hot weath- 
had is over, 
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been aqueezed out of most of the stocks 
in the market, and all the conditions 
are favorable to a general recovery. This 
is a wholesome view of the business out- 
look, especially as it is not likely to en- 
courage speculation or have any other 
immediate effect than to steady the 
Pulses and quiet the nerves of the busi- 
ness community. It would seem to be 
very safe prophecy.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—-Monday’s thunderstorm was remark- 
able for the amount of its rainfajl, and for 
the number of placas within the Borough 
of Manhattan where the lightning “ struck.” 
In the first respect, according to the 
Weather Bureau, it established @ new thir- 
ty-minute record, though we can all re- 
member showers that lasted a little longer 
and so did much more damage by the 
greater quantity of water precipitated. As 
for the lightning, though it struck some- 
thing like a dozen times in a comparatively 
narrow area, it was not particularly vivid, 
and the accompanying thunder, even for 
those who were nearest to the path of the 
“bolts,” was nothing out of the common. 
Indeed, many showers that pass over the 
city without disturbing a single flagpole 
carry what seems to be much heavier ar- 
tillery. The lightning’s lack of brilliancy 
on this occasion is probably due in part to 
the fact that the storm passed so soon after 
noon, but the failure of the thunder to 
com@ in the louder crashes that set heavy 
buildings to vibrating indicates that the 
storm cloud was one floating unusually 
low in the air, rather than one of extraor- 
dinarily high electrical] tension. This theo- 
ory would account both for the quality of 
the thunder and for the frequency of the 
striking, as well as for the small havoc 
worked by the individual bolts, but it does 
not fit in with the phenomenal rainfall, if 
there is anything in the generally accepted 
view that it is the coaleacence of small 
drops with low electrical charges into large 
drops with higher charges that finally 
brings about the lightning flash, 


——A belated attempt to injure n 
Woop by recalling the fact that wale 
Havana he licensed the playing of jai alai 
with attendant betting, makes much of the 
complete failure of the effort to win public 
interest for the old Basque game in St. 
Louis. The promoters of the scheme spent 
a@ lot of money in erecting a “ fronton” 
near the Exposition Grounds and in tm- 
porting skilled players from Spain, but the 
games, though gaid to be excellent of their 
class, left the public quite indifferent, and 
it has been necessary to abandon the enter- 
prise, and with it all hope of getting back 
the capital invested. Inability to get au- 
thorization for formal betting is the ex- 
planation given of this little disaster, and 
then a leap is made to the conclusion that 
jai alaf is merely a gambling game every- 
where, and therefore Gen Woop was a 
wicked man to permit it in Cuba. The 
deduction is unwarranted, even if the 
premise is true, which is very dubious. 
Whether pelota would or would not pay 
in Cuba without facilities for betting Is a 
question we would not attempt to decide, 
but the fact that, without betting, it- did 
not pay in St. Louis does. not answer the 
question in the negative, The failure in St. 
Louis is in all probability due to American 
unfamiliarity with the game, and conse- 
quent inability to understand and appre- 
ciate its fine points. Like its near rela- 
tive, handball, it seems to be incongruous 
with the genera] American instinct of sport 
and amusement. Professional baseball pays 
here, with or without the betting adjunct— 
of late years without, in most parts of the 
country. The probability is that jej alai 
would prove equally hardy in any country 
where it is a natura] growth, surrounded 
by many old associations, There ig more 
to it than gambling for the Spanish -peoples, 
and the Cubans are Spanish enough to cre- 
ate at least a chance that among them, like 
baseball here, it would survive the prohibi- 
tion of all except the most informal wagers 
between the individual spectators. 


—One of the legal lights of Cobleskill is 
troubled because certain short stories ap- 
pear in our Sunday edition under the head- 
ing of “The Man in the Street.” ‘ Would 
it not be more correct,” he asks, “to 
change that so as to read ‘The Man on the 
Street’? Eluding the strong temptation 
to worry our friend with an inquiry wheth- 
er ‘‘more” and “correct” are words that 
go well together, we will soberly declare 
that “The Man in the Street” is all right 
and that ‘‘The Man on the Street’? would 
be all wrong—certainly in the sense in 
which we employ the locution and probably 
in all except a very few possible genses that 
have a special reference to the material 
surface of the highway. If the legal light 
of Cobleskill has a cow, does he keep her, 
at this season, ‘“‘on” a pasture, or “in” 
one? Does he take a walk ‘‘on” a field 
or “in” it? These are nOt exactly similar 
cases, but they are analogous, in that they 
show that one should not be too terribly 
literal, particularly in the use of preposi- 
tions, and that in determining the form ef 
a@ phrase one should think of several things. 
“ Street ’’ means a lot more than the ground 
between curbs or gutters over which car- 
riages roll and people sometimes walk, It 
includes the sidewalks, and for very many 
purposes it includes the houses beyond the 
sidewalks, The heading under considera- 
tion is not intended to bring to mind a man 
standing out where he would be in danger 
of getting run over by the first qutomobile 
that came along. Even then he would be 
‘in the street as well as “‘on” the pave- 
ment. ‘The troubled Cobleskiller may get 
light on the real significance of “ street” 
if he thinks of some little hamlet in his 
own neighborhood of which hé would say 
that “it consists of a single street,” 


—tThere is something just a little queer 
—and not altogether amusing—in the fact 
that the latest advance in the price of coal 
comes just as the mine-owners suspend op- 
erations for a week because their stocks 
on hand have become inconyeniently large 
and they want to give consumption a chance 
to catch up with the supply. Overproduc- 
tion usually results in a lowering, not a 
raising, of prices, but the coal trade is 
peculiar in many ways, and it has as good 
a right to be peculiar in this matter of 
prices as in other matters. And even a 
consumer can see that a stoppage of pro- 
duction is a much pleasanter device—from 
the standpoint of a mine-owner—then a 
dropping of prices would be. Buyers are to 
be taught to lay In thelr Winter supply of 
coal in the Spring, instead of in the Sum- 
mer or the Fall, as they did formerly. 
They are reluctant to do it, for it locks up 
a considerable sum of money which some 
of them would like to have the use of for 
a few months, but the coal companies find 
the new scheme an admirable one, and 
nothing else is necessary.

SAFETY OF BROOKLYN BRIDGE. 


Increased Demands Upon It Should Be 
Provided For at Once. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It is the opinion of many competent en- 
gineers that the Brooklyn Bridge is loaded 
up to and possibly beyond the limit of safety. 
It is a magnificent structure, and its bene- 
ficial use for more than twenty years has 
proved its stability and adaptability to the 
wants of the public, were it not for the 
marvelous growth of population, and 
greater demands now made upon it which 
must be provided for. 

The most reasonable solution of the ques~ 
tion, it seems, would be to strengthen it by 
duplicating the two middle cables, the new 
ones to be stretched above the present ones, 
The additional height of the towers, “to- 
gether with the extra cables, would give 
firmness and symmetry which the struc- 
ture now lacks, and double or triple the 
number of cars that could be run. 

Of course, the present abominable facili- 
ties at the approaches would have to be 
changed, but that is another matter. The 
strengthening of the bridge by additional 
cables is a mechanical possibility which 
ought not to be delayed until time, con- 
tinuous service, and the elements have 
increased the difficulties to be overcome and 
increased the danger, should even one of 
the old cables show signs of weakness.

Exercise Great Care in Looking Up 
Would-Be Bettors. 


‘AND’ GET MANY NEW PATRONS 


Detectives Find It Hard to Sneak In— 
One Effect of Shift of Races 
to Saratoga. 


With the shifting of the racing game to 
Saratoga the poolrooms of New York are 
enjoying a decided increase in patronage, 
and a number of new handbooks have 
Sprung up. There are hundreds of turf 
devotees in the city, who manage, as long 
@s the horses are running at metropolitan 
tracks, to scrape up 75 cents to buy ad- 
mission to the field stand, but when it 
comes to paying for the journey to the 
Spa and meeting the altitudinous living ex- 
benses there, it is entirely different. 

Although unable to keep with the horses 
in the flesh, they are in spirit at the track- 
side. Their interest is no jot abated, and 
their study of “dope” is continued just 
@s religiously as if the thoroughbreds were 
performing daily within an hour’s jaunt 
from Broadway. They want to get their 
“money down,” too, when they have 
Teached a choice, and it is the business 
of the poolroom proprietor and the hand- 
book man to see that they do. 

The changed conditions under which the 
gamblers are forced to operate, by reason 
of the increased vigilance of the police, have 
sharpened their wits, and on Monday a 
new wrinkle was injected into the situation 
which has had the effect of largely increas- 
ing their play, and which at the same time 
protects their interests. With the shift of 
scene to Saratoga almost every poolroom 
of prominence and many of the larger hand- 
books inaugurated individual bureaus of 
investigation which perform, in a thorough- 
ly business-like way, the task of ascertain- 
ing whether or not a prospective patron is 
** safe.”’ 

The bureaus are at work in Manhattan, 
and are to be found in Brooklyn, too. 
They operate through the saloons and cigar 
stores in the neighborhood of the places to 
which they are attached. When the man 
who isn’t posted as to how to get a bet 
down sets out to make his play he nat- 
urally goes to either a saloon or a cigar 
store and makes known his desire to take 
a chance. Up to Monday, unless he was 
personally known to the bartender or the 
man behind the cigar counter, the proba- 
bilities were that he would be politely in- 
formed that there was nothing doing. Noth- 
ing of the kind happens now. It may be 
that a man who is lounging nearby walks 
up and offers to try to find a room for the 
stranger, or the man behind the bar may 
offer help, In either event the procedure 
is the same. 

**T don’t know about that,” the bartender 
will say, ‘‘ but I like to help a fellow out if 
I can, and I'll do my best for you. If you 
really want to butt into a room, maybe I 


can help you.” 

The bartender then asks for his name and 
address. 

“Drop in in a few hours,” he says, “ and 
I'll let you know.” 

Just as soon as the stranger leaves the 
place the bartender summons one of the 
poolroom men, and turns over the name and 
address which have been supplied him. 
Without a moment’s delay the story told 
by the would-be bettor is investigated. A 
visit is made to the neighborhood tn which 
he lives, and if it is found there that his 
story is a straight one, and that there is 
no reason to believe that he is working in 
the interests of the police he is told when 
he returns that ‘it is all right,’”’ and re- 
ceives the address of the room and the 
password. If, on the other hand, the agent 
of the room has discovered anything sus- 
picious the man is gravely informed on his 
return that it has been “impossible to 
find a room.” 

The whole proceeding is conducted as 
carefully as if a commercial agency was 
looking into a business man’s associates 
and antecedents prior to fixing his rating. 
If necessary a trip is taken to the man’s 
home and inquiries are made there. So 
far the plan is working well and new play- 
ers are being recruited every day. 

“It was up to us,” said an attaché of one 
of the larger rooms in the down-town dis- 
trict, ‘to do something to get more play, 
and we just naturally couldn't open our 
doors to everybody, so we concluded to 
find out who a man is and look him up. 
It costs something to look everybody up, as 
we have to pay men to do nothing else, and 
the men we employ know their business as 
well as any of the fly cops. But we get it 
back in the long run.” 

Capt. Reynolds of the Fifth Avenue Police 
Station, Brooklyn, has run foul of the bu- 
reau in several attempts which he has 
made to get men into places which he has 
on his suspected list.

PARIS, Aug. 2.—Paul Potter sails to- 
morrow for New York on the Keiser Wil- 
helm der Grosse, taking with him a new 
play, “The Girl Who Forgot,” written 
for Mary Mannering, who will play the 
heroine. The scene is laid in the Alps, 
and the heroine loses her memory there. 

Mr. Potter also carries with him sev- 
eral French dramas produced here dur- 
ing the past season and purchased by 
Charles Frohman, such as “ Le Montan- 
sier,” ‘La Troisiéme Lune,” and “La 
Rabouilleuse.” The last-named Mr. Pot- 
ter considers the best play of our time. 
All these plays will, in adapted forms, 
be introduced to American audiences. 


VARDAMAN AFFAIR EXPLAINED. 


Payne’s Act Caused by Governor’s Ar: 
ticle on President’s Mother. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—In a statement 
issued to-day Postmaster General Payne €x- 
plains why a Mississippi Post Office was 
not named for Goy.* Vardaman of that 
State. Mr. Payne says that while the mat- 
ter was under investigation by his depart- 
ment an article printed in Gov. Vardaman’s 
paper, The Comnionwealth, containing 
“vile and indecent ” statements concerning 
the President’s mother, came to his notice. 
Mr. Payne took the ground that it was 
improper to name a Post Office for any 
man who used such language about a wo- 
man. Concerning the affair Mr. Payne 
Says: 

‘Pending the inquiry, [meaning the In- 
vestigation always started by the depart- 
ment when a new office is requested,j 2 
copy of The Daily Clarion-Ledger, a news- 
paper published at Jackson, Miss., dated 
Aug. 25, 1903, was filed with the depart- 
ment, containing an article to which the 
department's attention was called. 

“This article was a copy of an editorial 
printed in The Commonwealth under date 
of Jan. 10, 1903, which paper is published 
and edited by Gov. Vardaman. The article 
in question was so vile and indecent in its 
statements concerning the mother of the 
President of the United States as to be un- 
fit for reproduction. The Postmaster Gen- 
eral did not esteem it proper to give a 
Post Office the name of any man who had 
used such language regarding any woman. 
The Post Office in question has been or- 
dered established and given the name of 
Timberville. 

“In exercising the discretion given him 
by law the Postmaster General frequently 
rejects names suggested for proposed Post 
Offices. He has never been clearer as to 
his duty than in this case. It is proper to 
say that President Roosevelt had no knowl- 
edge of the incident referred to.”’ 

The friends of Gov. Vardaman have 
made much ado over the affair. The mo- 
tive imputed to the Postmaster General is 
political. It has been said that the Presi- 
dent had been consulted and had approved 
of the decision to punish Vardaman by 
denying him the immortality that would 
follow placing his name on the map of his 
State. It is said here that the facts are 
pretty well known in Mississippi and that 
the general sentiment of the better class of 
people there approves Mr. Payne’s action. 
The new Post Office has been named Tim- 
berville, a circumstance which disposes of 
the pretext, if there ever was one, that the 
mame of the Mississippi Governor is too 
long for postal convenience. 

The article referred to by Mr. Payne is 
only a paragraph in length. The indecency 


of the language and the idea conveyed is 
such that it is not possible to give it cur- 
rency in a reputable newspaper. It will be 
recalled that the President’s mother was a 
Southern woman. 

The incident has entered into the politics 
of Mississippi and the opponents of Varda- 
man are using it against him.’ It is due to 
the truth, however, to say that Vardaman 
was elected Governor after the affair in 
question. 


GOV. VARDAMAN DENIES CHARGE. 


Wrote Nothing Reflecting on Mrs. 
Roosevelt, He Says.

JACKSON, Miss., Aug. 2.—Gov. Varda- 
man, in reply to the charge made by Post- 
master General Payne that he had written 
an insulting article about the President's 
mother, said to-night: 

‘“‘T have never in all my life written or 
said anything derogatory to or that re- 
flected upon the fair name of the good 
mother of Theodore Roosevelt, or any good 
woman. I am not responsible for what 
the campaign liars ascribed to me —- 
the campaign in Mississippi last year, an 
I protest against being misrepresented. 

“All that I have ever written or said 
about the ancestors of the said Theodore 
Roosevelt was in defense of said ancestors 
against the unjust charge of responsibility 
for the moral and racial degeneracy of the 
accidental occupant of the White House, 
whose conduct, if persisted in in the Varda- 
man Post Office matter, demonstrates his 
infinite littleness.”’

Bernard Shaw’s Idea for a One- 
Act Cromwell Play. 


ARNOLD DALY TELLS PLANS 


Has Two New Productions by English 
Author—“ You Never Can Tell” and 


“Mrs. Warren’s Profession.” 


Arnold Daly returned to New York yes- 
terday on the steamship Kaiser Wilhelm 
Il., after spending almost two months in 
England conferring with Bernard Shaw in 
regard to the two new plays which he is 
to produce next season, “‘ You Never Can 
Tell’? and “Mrs. Warren’s Profession.” 

Mr. Daly on Sept. 19 will open the Vaude- 
ville Theatre in West Forty-fourth Street 
for two weeks. “Candida” wiil be 
given the first week, and the second 
week will be devoted to “The Man of Des- 
tiny,” and a one-act play which {s to 
be announced later. 

““Mr, Shaw promised to furnish me with 
the one-act play,” said Mr. Daly yesterday 
afternoon, “if he could possibly find the 
time. He has in view a Cromwell play, but 
as he is at work now on an Irish play, two 
acts of which he has completed, I don’t 
know whether he will be able to do so. It 
is his idea, from what he told me, to ixtro- 
duce Cromwell and Charles I. and to have 
Charles come on: the stage with his head 
in his hand. I argued with Mr. Shaw that 
the hand was an awkward place to carry 
the head, but he didn’t seem to be con- 
vinced. As a matter of fact it is not the 
easiest matter in the world to make Mr. 
Shaw change his ‘mind. 

“In the course of my argument Mr. 
Shaw advised against the production-of his 
play? by me. He said I would be sure to 
lose money. He was very much in earnest, 
but when he had ended I was no more con- 
vinced by what he had said as to the cer- 
tainty of loss than he had been by my re- 
marks as to the proper place for Charles I. 
to carry his head. He suggested that I 
produce Ibsen’s ‘ Peer Gynt.’ 

“I read ‘Peer Gynt’ and was greatly 
impressed by it. It is a wonderful play. 
As it is written it would take two evenirgs 
to give it, but that ‘objection is not insur- 
mountable. There are some situations in 
the play, however, which would be rather 
trying. For instance, Ibsen has Peer Gynt 
leave the stage at the end of one act with 
a girl who is riding a pig. When he con- 
ceived the situation Ibsen didn’t worry 
about finding the actress who could ride a 
pig or the pig which would be ridden. Mere 
trifles like that never enter his head, but 
I imagine that the producer might find 
some trouble. 

“If Mr. Shaw’s Cromwell play isn’t fin- 
ished I shall probably put on with ‘ The 
Man of Destiny’ a one-act play by Miss 
Gladys Unger. ‘ The Droll.’ 

“I will be back in New York in Decem- 
ber when I will put on ‘You Never Can 
Tell.’ This is a play of which I anticipate 
great things. It comes nearer the general 
public than anything else by Mr. Shaw 
that I have seen. It is, in my estimation, 
the very highest form of satirical comedy. 
Cyril Maude had it in rehearsal at the Hay- 
market, but he wanted Mr. Shaw to change 
the last act. Mr. Shaw declined to do so. 
Then Hawtrey took it up. He, too, wished 
the last act changed. 

“*T can’t use the play unless the change 
is made,’ he told Mr. Shaw. Mr. Shaw 
bowed. ‘I am greatly relieved,’ he said. 

“The production will not be given at the 


Vaudeville. This theatre is too small. I 
hayen’t yet obtained the theatre, but De- 
cember is some time off. After a stay in 
New York I will take the production on 
tour, returning in May, when I will put 
on * Mrs. Warren’s Profession.’ 

“It is highly probable that the play will 
be severely criticised, If it is, the criticism 
will be undeserved. I freely admit that 
I do not intend to offer it as a play fitted 
for those who are unable to understand 
it, but in reality it points a great moral 
lesson. It will be put on by subscription.” 

The London season, as Mr. Daly saw 
it, was dull. “I only saw one good play,” 
he said, ‘The Duke of Killicrankie.’ ”’ 


HEAVY COPS MAY NOT RIDE. 


S. P. C. A. Agent Makes 200-Pounders In 
Yonkers Patrol Afoot. 


YONKERS, Aug. 2.—Several of the po- 
liceme:z. who usually patrol on horseback 
are on foot to-night because Ferdinand 
Garnjost, the local agent of the Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, con- 
siders thelr horses overworked.

MRS. NELSON A. MILES DEAD. 


Wife of ex-Commanding General Passes 
Away Suddenly. 


WEST POINT, N. Y., Aug. 2.—Mrs. Nel- 
son A. Miles, wife of the former Command- 
ing General of the army, died here last 
night of heart disease. She a Gen. Miles 
had been visiting their son, Sherman, who 
is a student at the Military Academy, Gen. 
Miles was not resent at the time of his 
wife's death. He returned here to-day. 

Mrs. Miles made a number of calls yes- 
terday, and apparently was in her usual 
health. Her death was th> culmination of 
a series of attacks of heart trouble that 
had left her in an enfeebled condition dur- 
ing the past year and a half. Mrs. Miles 
was an active leader in Washington so- 
ciety and was one of the most-popular 
matrons who ever entertained there. She 
is survived by her husband, a son, Sherman 
Miles, and a daughter, Mrs. Cecelia Sher- 
man Miles Rober, the wife of Major Rober, 
who was one of Gen. Miles’s staff when 
the latter was the Commanding General of 
the army. 

Mrs. Miles was the daughter of Judge 


Charles Sherinan and a n‘ece of the late 
Senator John Sherman of Ohio and Gen. 
Wilham T. Sherman.: She was sixty-two 
years old. 

The funeral services will be held in the 
chapel at the Military Academy at 11:39 
o'clock Friday morning. Interment will 
be made in the Miles reservation in the 
National Cemetery at Arlirgton.

AGED ORNITHOLOGIST 
FOUND DEAD IN OFFICE 


Jacob H. Studer Stricken While 
Asleep Among Books. 


AUTHOR AND NATURE LOVER 


Besides His Books on Birds, He Had 
Written a History of Colum- 
bus, Ohio. 


Jacob H. Studer, the ornithologist, was 
found dead yesterday afternoon in his 
room in the Manhattan Building, 96 Fifth 
Avenue. He was sixty-four years old, and 
had been an author since 1870. 

The ornithologist lived in his office. The 
small cot on which he slept was folded 
every day and pushed under a long table, 
which hid it completely. He took his meals 
at restaurants. His cnly son, James Stu- 
der, who worked with his father, did not 
visit the office yesterday. The janitor 
does not know where he lives, so the fa- 
ther’s body was carried to the Bellevue 
Morgue to wait for a claimant. 

Mr. Studer made it a rule to get up 
shortly after 6 o’clcck every morning. The 
janitor, Charles Smith, and his wife yes- 
terday noticed that they didn’t hear him. 
Finally, some time in the forenoon, Mrs. 
Smith went to Mr. Studer’s door and 
knocked. There was no answer, so she 
lifted the little flap over the letter hole 
and peeped in. There che saw Mr. Studer, 
apparently sleeping peacefully, with his 
head on one hand. 

*“* He’s just asleep,’”’ she told her husband, 
“so we won't disturb him. But he never 
slept this way in the daytime before.” 

As the day wore on, though, the janitor 
became uneasy. So he went again to the 
door of the. big office, which is on the 
second floor of the building, and knocked 
loudly. He received no response, and 
knocked again, still more loudly. Then 
he knew there was something wrong, and 
beat the door with both fists: These re- 
peated hammerings being still without ef- 
fect, he ran out into the street and told 
Policeman John J. McKeever there was a 
man locked in his room up stairs, either 
dead or drugged. 

McKeever went up and tried the door. 
It wouldn’t open. He couldn’t push his 
way in, so he summoned Policeman Fitz- 
atrick to his aid. Both of them together 

roke open the strong door and found the 
body. Dr. Burdick, from the New York 
Hospital, said Mr. Studer. had died some 
time in the night. .A Coroners’ physician 
decided that death was due to natural 
causes. 

The large o‘fice in which Mr. Studer died 
was so choked with books and various 
publications that a visitor could hardly 
make his way from one wall to the other. 
On the door of the rcom was printed “ J. 
H. Studer, President of the Natural Science 
Association of America.” Besides being 
head of that society, Mr. Studer was a 
prominent member of the American Orni- 
thclogists’ Union and the Ohio Society of 


New York. 

Born in Columbus, Ohio, In 1840, ard 
educated in the schools of that city, he 
soon showed a fondness for studies of 
nature. For a long time-he worked in 
printing offices. In 1872 he founded the 
Board of Trade in Columbus. He also 
wrote ‘The Birds of North America,” 
“Ornithology; or, the. Science of Birds,”’ 
and ‘*Columbus, Ohio; Its History, Re- 
sources, and Progress.” 


SHIRT-WAIST MAN ARRESTED. 


Coatless Man Will Test St. Louis Fair

Y. Mason doffed his coat in the Fine Arts 
Building and insisted on leaving it off he 
was to-day arrested by a Jefferson’ guard 
and taken to the police station.

Ives, the director of the exhibit, refused to 
prosecute and Mason was released. 

Mr. Mason declined to be released until 
his detention was made a matter of record.

When Mason first applied for ad- 
mission to the exhibit he was refused be- 
cause he wore no coat. Director Ives hap- 
pened along and loaned him the coat, which 
he used to gain admittance and which he 
afterward discarded.

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THE FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Stocks Irregular; Call Money Easy, 
3-4@1 Per Cent. 


Prices Yield a Little Upon Less Hopeful 
Crop Prospects Chiefly—Some 
Specific Movements. 


Monday’s market thrived without Lon- 
don’s help, and yesterday’s market wors- 
ened in spite of some help from London, 
whose purchases were influential in the 
earlier business, when the firmness of 
prices was most marked. Later there 
Was some recession from the best, the 
strength of the produce markets being 
the chief factor of general bearing. The 
strength in wheat was based in part 
upon the Government’s weekly weather 
report of damage by rain and rust, and 
in part upon calculations making Mr. 
Hill’s expectation of a loss of 100,060,000 
bushels seem moderate. A private esti- 
mate much mentioned was for 530,000,- 
000 bushels. Moreover, there were for- 
eign reports of like nature, promising an 
increased demand concurrently with 
moderate expectation of yield, thus add- 
ing 2 cents to both wheat and corn. 
The Granger railways sympathized so 
thoroughly that no distinction was 
drawn between wheat and corn carri- 
ers, although the outlook for corn was 
not altered for the worse from previous 
excellent promise. 

Fortunately the crop scare did not ex- 
tend to cotton, unless indeed to recent 
bulls, who retreated before the pressure 
resulting from yesterday’s crop news 
and expectations of to-day’s. War and 
labor topics receded into the background 
yesterday, and a rise of a few points in 
sterling signified more regarding Lon- 
don’s difficulty in digesting its gilt- 
edged surfeit than any normal relation 
between the two money markets. 

Several individual movements attract 
notice among the ruck of merely frac- 
tional alterations. Metropolitan reacted 
upon the anticipated denial of the re- 
ports which stimulated Monday’s rise, 
despite the possibility that the original 
report may become true at short notice. 
Affirmations and denials are about 
equally untrustworthy in such cases. 
Consolidated Gas rose 1% upon a favora- 
ble tax decision and the report that it 
had found a way to achieve the results 
aimed at in the Remsen bill. The fall of 
2% in Chicago and Northwest apparently 
was a pure market vagary, and there 
were other large movements in both di- 
rections unexplained by the day’s news. 
The bond market showed some gain over 
Monday’s almost nominal figures, but it 
contrasts unfavorably with the activity 
of a little while ago, although it retains

TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 


Early Strength Followed by Decline in 
Prices—Denial of Reports of a Trac 
tion Deal Leads to Selling 
of Metropolitan. 


Except for the declinein Metropolitan, due 
to a profit-taking movement in that stock, 
the early trading in the stock market yes- 
terday showed considerable strength, and 
prices very generally advanced on @ vol- 
ume of trading nearly three times as large 
as that in the first hour on Monday.

Increase of $53,739,165 in Total Re- 
sources—78,848 New Open Accounts. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Aug. 2.—Superintendent 
Kilburn of the State Banking Department 
to-day issued a statement showing the con- 
dition of the savings banks for the year 
ending July 1. There was an increase of 
$53,739,165 in the total resources, an in- 
crease of $54,672,892 in the amount due de- 
positors, an increase of $104,776 in the sur-

JULY FAILURES. 


Failures during the past month were very 
much smaller than those for the corre- 
sponding month last year. According to 
reports to R. G. Dun & Co, commercial 
insolvencies for July numbered 1,107, with 
liabilities of $8,812,097, against, 915 failures 
for $16,751,2 in the corresponding month 
last year. 

Analyzing these figures, Dun’s Review 
will say in its issue of Aug. 6: 

“Manufacturing defaults were 264 in 
number and $3,737,771 in amount, which 
compares with 253 failures for $6,378,761 a 
year ago, and of trading concerns there 
were 806 for $4,386,030, against 619 suspen- 
sions involving $3,571,503. last year. In 
other commercial lines, ‘not properly: in- 
cluded with the two principal divisions, 
there were 37 failures, with Mabilities of 
$688,296, compared with 43 defaults for 
$6,800,981. Suspensions of banks and other 
fiduciary institutions were 10 in number 
and $3,320,289 in amount, against 8 suspen- 
sions, involving $298,300, in July, 1903, Some 
increase in mumber of defaults this year is 
more than offset by the very striking de- 
cline in amount of money involved, particu- 
larly in the third class of failures, where 
losses were very large a year ago on ac- 
count of disasters among Wall Street brok- 
ers. 

“It is particularly eretitying to find such 
a small aggregate of defaulted liabilities 
in July, because the half yearly settlements 
are calculated to disclose weak spots in the 
commercial world, It was well known that 
collections were slow among interior store- 
keepers, 4nd to this must be attributed the 
unusually large number of suspensions in 
the trading class, notably grocers, general 
stores, &c. But the strain was withstood 
successfully by the larger concerns, 
such as wholesalers, jobbers, and manu- 
facturers, while there were ony, ,8 that 
failed for as much as $100,000 each

National City Bank Circular Deals with 
Secretary Shaw’s Pian. 


The Natiofal City Bank, in its monthly 
circular on Treasury finances, yesterday 
said that while Secretary Shaw, in spite of 
the enormous deficit for the month of July, 
would probably not call on the banks for 
Government deposits, it was Hkely that

This plan has been ong pe a number 
of times before, and consists in allowing the 
a, to substitute approved State, mu- 
nicipal, and other bonds as security for 
public money, provided they make use of 
the Government bonds so released to in- 
crease their circulation. 

The City Bank circular also said that 
there was probabili of the Government 
refunding the 4s of 1907 with 2 r cents 
on their maturity, for the reason that, with 
the increasing expenditures and possible 
tariff reduction, it would hardly be in a 
position to redeem the $156,000, of the 
ssue outstanding.

Otherwise Subway Jobs Will Be 
Filled Without Delay. 


EMPLOYERS WANT SETTLEMENT 


Building Trades’ Strike Conference 
May Lead to Peace—Painters 
Still Out. 


The Rapid Transit Committee of the Cen- 
tral Federated Union failed to appear at 
General Contractor John B. McDonald's 
office yesterday to confer with the rapid 
transit contractor as to a settlement of 
the subway strike, though the conference 
was called at the request of James B. Hol- 
land, Chairman of the Central Federated 
Union committee. Mr.. McDonald then sent 
an ultimatum to Holland, in which he said 
that inasmuch as the contractors, with an 
eye only to the completion of the subway, 
had given the unions every leeway, the 
present strike left no alternative from fill- 
ing vacant places without delay if the men 
did not return to work. 

The Board of Governors of the Building 
Trades Employers’ Association, it was 
learned yesterday, has withheld the letter 
of warning which was to be sent to all 
thé unions coming under the arbitration 
agreement. Whether or not it will be sent 
out at all depends on what takes place 
within the next two days, The employers 
have decided to have no excuse for say- 
ing they acted hastily in case they have 
to declare a lockout of the trades invoived 
in the building strikes. 

In the meantime the board, after a hur- 
ried consultation on Monday night, decided 
to make one more attempt to settle the 
building strike amicably. A letter was 
sent to every union involved to the effect 
that the Building Trades Association had 
appointed a special emergency committee 
and requested a conference yesterday at 4 
o’clock with committees from the unions. 

A similar letter was sent to the union on 
strike at the Trinity Building and other 
contracts. The invitation was accepted, 
and the Labor Committee was in session 
with the Emergency Committee for several 
hours yesterday. When the meeting was 
over it was announced that the men on 
strike were ordered to return to work at 
once. Frank Morrison and Thomas Mc- 
Cracken, representing the Brotherhood of 


Carpenters, said that they had no power to 
act until the matter was brought before 


the union. 
The Master Painters’ Association re- 


ported yesterday that the strike of the 
ainters was still on. A committee of the 

rotherhood of Painters, which ordered 
this strike, came to confer with the em- 
ployers, but said that the brotherhood 
could not call them off until it meets to- 
morrow night, and the employers then re- 
fused to confer with the committee. 

The Master Plasterers’ Association re- 
ported that the plasterers had returned to 
work on the subway. So far this is the 
only union which has returned to work. 
The employers’ association will wait a rea- 
sonable time, so that if strong action is 
necessary the onus wiil be on the unions. 


FIFTH AVE. ART STORE BLAZE. 


Valuable Pictures Destroyed in Fire 
Which Cigarette Started. 


Paintings and prints of considerable value 
were ruined by smoke and water last even- 
ing in a fire in the art store of H. Wunder- 
lich & Co., at 220 Fifth Avenue. The police 
and firemen estimated the damage at $10,- 
000. The fire started soon after 5 o’clock, 
after the store had been closed for the day 
and all employes had gone home. The store 
is in the ground floor of a five-story build- 
ing, the four upper floors being vacant. 

When the firemen“arrived they found 
themselves confronted by heavy steel gates 
which effectively barred their entrance into 
the art store. On one side was an immense 
plate glass window, and Chief Duane for- 


bade smashing it if the men could get into 
the store in any other way. ‘The only way 
was to batter down the gates. Half a dozen 
firemen with axes.and sledges worked fif- 
teen minutes before they could get inside. 

Ten minutes later the fire was out. It 
had started in a room in the rear in a lot 
of rubbish, and is supposed to have been 
caused by a — cigarette dropped by an 
employe just before leaving. 

On the way to the fire Water Tower 3 
narrowly escaped collision with a north- 
bound Broadway car at Thirty-third Street, 
and Driver Patrick McNamara swung his 
tower around so quickly that a hansom cab 
driven by Themas Tully of 135 West Sixty- 
seventh Street, was bowled over onto the 
sidewalk and demolished. 

“It wag either the car or the cab,” said 
McNamara, “and I took the cab.” 

Tully was thrown out, but not injured. 
His horse was slightly cut. 


SUICIDE FOLLOWS BETROTHAL. 


Brooklyn Girl Drinks Acid—Cause of 
Act Unknown. 


Engaged to be married in the near future 
and apparently in the best of health and 
spirits, Mary Smith, a saleswoman, twenty- 
seven years old, of 149 Division Avenue, 
Brooklym ended her life yesterday by drink- 
ing carbolic acid in the rooms over M. J. 
Drummond's children’s furnishings store, 
331 Grand Street. She and her cousin, who 
were employed in the place, had luncheon 
together in the apartments, above the store, 
where the Drummonds live. The Smith 
girl was in good spirits at the time, ac- 
cording to her cousin. At 2 o’clock the 
young woman was missing, and after a 
search the Drummonds’s maid found her 
body on a bed in the attic and near her a 


large bottle of carbolic acid, partly empty. 
She died within an hour. 

“I don’t know why she did it,"’ said Mr.

GRAND REPUBLIC RUNS - 
DESPITE HER CONDITION 


Hose Declared Rotten, Life Belts 
Useless, Fire Drill Unknown. 


REINSPECTION WAS REFUSED 


So Inspectors Testify, and C. F. U. As 
serts Ship’s Boiler Is Unsafe— 
But Trips Continue. 


Despite the fact that the men who rein- 
spected the steamboat Grand Republic, sis- 
ter ship to the General Slocum, told the 
Federal Commission, which is investigating 
harbor conditions, because of the General 
Slocum disaster, that she was in decid- 
edly bad condition, with life preservers in 
many cases useless, fire hose rotten, and a 
crew that didn’t know .the fire drill, the 
vessel was again put into commission yes- 
terday afternoon, and until late last night 
was making regular trips from this city to 
Coney IsJand for the Dreamland Company. 
Senator Reynolds of the company declared 
on Monday night that the boat would con- 
tinue on her regular runs despite the ef- 
forts to tie her up, but she did not make 
her first trip to Coney Island yesterday 
until the Inspectors had finished with her. 

In addition.to the charges made by the 
Federal Inspectors, a committee of the 
Central Federated Union presented a brief 
to the commission declaring the boiler of 
the Grand Republic to be covered with soft 
patches from wagon top to the top of the 
chimney, commencing from the filling-in 
pieces, and that the hull had dropped about 
one foot amidships. None of the Govern- 
ment Inspectors mentioned any such con- 
ditions. Taking the case of the Grand Re- 
public as a test, the Central Federated 
Union’s committee advised that in the in- 
spection of steam vessels hereafter the 
Government employ, along with the regular 
Inspectors, a boilermaker and an iron ship- 
builder for the boilers and hull; a machin- 
ist for the engines and machinery, and a 
coppersmith for the piping. These Inspec- 
tors, the union recommended, should be 
outside of civil service rules, supplied with 
proper tools, and under the supervision of 
the local Inspectors. 

Supervising Inspector Rodie, who, with 
Assistant Secretary of Commerce and La- 
bor Murray, made a trip to Coney Island 
on the Grand Republic on Monday, said 
to the commission yesterday that the Board 
of Inspectors had notified the owners of 
the vessel three times to apply for in- 
spection, and that every time the der 
had been ignored. On Monday, Mr. Rodie 
said, Assistant Inspectors were placed on 
board and the vessel ordered to tie up, 
but as she was running under her annuul 
inspection certificate, the order was ignored 
and the board had no power to compel her 
tieing up until she did so for the night. 
Then the Inspectors went to work, but 
but the inspection was not finished until 
late yesterday afternoon. 

Mr. Rodie then told of his trip on the 
steamboat on Monday. 

“TI asked for the fire drill,” he said, 
“and it took five minutes to get water. 
The Captain did not know what signals 
to give for the fire drill, and I had to tell 
him to ring his bell and blow his whistie. 
The crew were slow in responding, never 
having had a fire drill. he hose was 
tested” and the only hose that withstood 
the pressure was new hose,”’ testified the 
Inspector. 

Capt. James M. Todd, one of the In- 
tpectors who reinspected the Grand Re- 

ublic, testified that the life preservers on 
he mcin deck were in bad condition. 

‘You could break off the corners as you 
would a biscuit,” he declared. ‘‘Out of 
1,082 we condemned 372.” 

—” old were they?’’ a Commissioner 
asked. 

“The mark was so old that we could not 
see it. The manufacturer’s mark was 
1877," answered the witness. 

“We found 134 new preservers and tested 
fifteen of them at twenty-four pounds 
weight and they sank. After being in the 
water five minutes they weighed nine 
pounds. They should have weighed only 
two and one-half pounds. 

“One of the life boats had three broken 
oars and another two. Boat 7 was very 
much rotted; Boat 1 had its rudder broken. 
One of the life rafts had no rowlocks. They 
had been broken off.”’ 

The witness said that out of 3,728 life 
a mag he had only had a chance to 
examine 1,560.

COP HOLDS UP CHIEF CROKER. 
Tries to Keep Him Out of Lines at 
Eleventh Avenue Fire. 


Fire that started late yesterday in the 
top floor of a five-story building at 605 and 
607 West Thirty-ninth Street, owned by 
the New York Butchers’ Dressed Meat 
Company, caused two alarms to be sent 
out, gave the firemen a hard fight for 
three-quarters of an hour, and did damage 
to the amount of $2,500.

He bored his 
way through the immense crowd that had 
gathered in and around Eleventh Avenue 
and to the fire lines, and then was stopped 
by Policeman: Bickelhoff of the West Thir- 
ty-seventh Street Station. 

“What ar’ ye doin’ here?” said the cop. 

“ Making a living,”’ said the Chief. 

“How do you do it?” was the 
query, 

“Fighting fires for New York,” replied 
the Chief. 

“Well, you’ have to get out of here. 
Move back!” 

“T'll not get out half as quick as you 
will,”” was the Chief’s rejoinder, and then 
another policeman told Bickelhoff to whom 
he was talking and* he made a break 
through the crowd. 

During the fire a team attached to a fuel 
wagon of the Fire Department was stand- 
ing in Bleventh Avenue, facing the New 
York Central tracks. A freight train of 
fifteen loaded cars came down the tracks. 
The tongue of the fuel wagon’ stuck out 
over the tracks a short distance, and the 
The horses, frightened, 
made a leap to get out of the way. The 
only place they could jump was in front of 
the engine, and they did so. The train 
was moving slowly, but both horses were

RAILROAD MEN CLASH. 


Contradictory Testimony Concerning the 
Hoboken Spur of River Tunnel. 


There was a clash of railroad interests in 
the office of ex-Gov. George T. Werts in 
Jersey City yesterday when the hearing of 
condemnation proceedings as to the Hobo- 
ken spur of the Hudson River trolley tun- 
nel was resumed. 

William G. McAdoo, President of the New 
York and New Jersey Railroad Company, 
which is building the tunnel, said that the 
opposition of the Lackawanna’ Railroad 
Company to the proposed spur from the 
Jersey City terminal to Hoboken was of 
recent origin. 

“The relations between the two com- 
panies,” he continued, ‘‘ were of the clos- 
est character while the tunnel plans were 
being prepared. There were frequent con- 
ferences and the Lackawanna Company 
promised to co-operate with the tunnel com- 
pany, giving it every facility for entering 
Hoboken. Railroad officials inspected the 
bore of the main tunnel when it was pushed 
through and watehed with interest the 
progress of the work. 

“The attitude of the railroad company 
changed as soon as it acquired the ferry 
property from the Hoboken Ferry Com- 
pany.”’ 

Vice President Caldwell of the Lacka- 
wana denied that there had evér been any 
conferences between the officers of the 
two companies, or that the. Lackawana of- 
ficilals had ever approved the tunnel com- 
pany’s plans for entering Hoboken. 

Mr. McAdoo then produced a leter writ- 
ten by President Truesdale of the Lacka- 
wana, in 1903, favoring the construction 
of the tunnel, under proper restrictions, 
and promising to be on hand when the tun- 
nel inspection took place. This was sup- 
plemented by a photograph of the inspect- 
ing party with Lackawana officials in the 
group. 

President Truesdale testified that the !et- 
ter in question referred only te the tunnel 
as contemplated at the time of writing, 


when the plag was to end the tunnel at’ 


Fifteenth Street, Jersey City. He denied 
that he had ever approved any plan for 


a spur running under the~ Lackawagna 
Railroad property to Hoboken. 

Mr. McAdoo said that not only had Lack- 
awanna officials approved the tunnel spur 
to Hoboken, but it had been practically 
agreed that the tunnel company should 
pay to the Lackawanna Compeny $3,000 a 
year for the privilege of going under its 


property. 
That was denied by President Truesdale, 


and the hearing went over until to-day.

Dana’s Counsel Deny, However; 
That He Had Sought Divorce. 


STILL HAS CHANCE FOR LIFE 


Wife Is Believed to be in Germantown, 
Near Philadelphia—He Was Accus- 
tomed to Carrying a Revolver.

The nature 
of the suit was not made public, but it was 
denied that the action was for divorce or 
annulment. 

William H. Cummings of 1,123 Broad- 
way, said to have been the young man’s 
attorney, admitted yesterday that he had 
retained Arlington H. Carman of Patch- 
ogue as counsel in the case. Both Mr. 
Cummings and Mr. Carman refused to tell 
the nature'‘of-the suit. 

Mr. Cummings also denied that he had 
ever asserted that Dana did not shoot him- 
self, ‘‘I know nothing of the matter,” he 
said. ‘‘What I did say was that he had 
no reason to attempt suicide,” 

A former roommate of Dana sald yes- 
terday that Dana carried a revolv=r. 

“You ought to carry one, too,’”’ Dana said 
to this friend'on one occasion. “It saved 
me $30 once when I was held up by fcot- 
pads. I had the money with me, and they 
would have gotten it. but for my pulling 
My gun on them.”
